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As of Dec. 31, 1960 there were 196 congregations on the roll of 
Synod, 194 of which were synodical ang two non-synodical. Five 
congregations, all newly organized missions, were added to the roll: 
Liberty, St. Andrew; Parkville, Gloria Dei; Durant, Our Saviour; 
Lawton, Emmanuel and Oklahoma City, Our Lord’s. There were 
721 ministers on the roll of Synod, 155 of whom were serving con- 
gregations on the roll. 


Extensive and long-delayed revision of their rolls by approxi- 
mately thirty congregations accounts for the decrease in baptized 
and confirmed membership. The names of 5,087 members were 
dropped from the rolls as indicated by the ‘Losses Otherwise’ entries 
om the reports. The loss in baptized membership was 2.2% and in 
confirmed membership 3.14% in contrast to a gain of 2.2% in com- 
muning membership. Gains in communing membership were shown 
by 95 congregations and losses by 78 in contrast to gains in con- 
firmed membership by 89 and losses by 92. The proportion of con- 
firmed members communing rose to 77.3% as compared to 73.2% 
in 1959 and 69.7% in 1950. There are still a number of congregations 
that need to revise their rolls and this should be done. There is no 
point in retaining and reporting as active members those individuals 
who no longer reside in the community or who do not meet the 
definition of ‘member in good standing’. 


The per capita expenditure for all purposes based on the com- 
muning membership was $83.66, $3.84 more than in 1959. Of the 
total, $66.07 was for local purposes and $17.59 for benevolences, 
compared to $62.90 and $16.92 respectively for 1959. The contri- 
bution to the apportionment continues at the same rate as in 1959 
and 1957, 81.5%. However the amount contributed was the largest 
in the history of the Synod, exceeding the 1958 double apportion- 
ment contribution by $46,883. Response to Lutheran World Action 
continued to improve, although unapportioned benevolences receipts 
continued to decline, due principally to the drop-off in the Midland 
Appeal. 51 congregations met their apportionment quotas in full or 
in excess, 17 fewer than in 1959. 


Parochial reports were received from all but two congregations. 
First reports were received on Jan. 5 from Pender, St. Peter, Rev. 
Victor Moeller and Jan. 7 from Falls City, St. Peter, Rev. H. M. 
Biedenweg and the last on March 3 from Columbia, St. Andrew. 
More reports were received by Jan. 31 than in previous years, how- 
ever there continues a hard core that requires time and special 
effort from which to secue reports. Much appreciation and many 
thanks to all for the cooperation that has been received. :

REPORT OF MIDLAND COLLEGE TO THE 
CENTRAL STATES SYNOD 


- At a Conference on Christianity and Higher Education, Dr. 


Franklin Clark Fry said, “The Church looks upon its colleges as an 


indispensible investment. Better still, and more fundamentally, it 
regards its institutions of higher learning as one of several essential 
channels of its life. It is committed to them with a steadfast deter- 
mination for the all-sufficient reason that it is committed to itself 
and its Gospel.” 

Truly these words are applicable to our great church west of 
the Missouri River. Our supporting Synods have demonstrated 
time and again their commitment to the cause of Christian higher 
education at Midland College. Therefore, we desire to express our 
sincerest thanks to the Church, to the leaders of the Central States 
Synod and the members of the congregations, for their willingness 
to invest their interest and their funds in this college for the 
Christian training of their youth. 

It is a truism that the church in time has only two tasks: 
Missions and Education. In its missionary task it reaches out into 
the world for souls to be added to the number of the redeemed of 
God. In its educational work it preserves its heritage and prepares 
men and women for a life of service in the world and in the church. 
These two tasks are inseparable. Or, as has been said, a church 
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without missions is e church without « heart; « church without « 
definite, thorough progrem of educetion i « church without « 
head. We are truly greteful thet we hewe & church with “s heart 
and a head.”

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God-like values to the student for close scrutiny, for sympathetic 
understanding and a commitment to them. 

In many respects the student of today at Midland is more ma- 
ture than he was in decades past. At least a considerable number 
of our students are more serious about their college opportunities 
and more concerned about the administration of student affairs. 
An interesting chapter could be written on the development of 
student government during the past decade which has engaged 
the time of some of our leading students. The program of orienta- 
tion for new students carried out this year primarily by students, 
can develop into one of the finest found in any institution. 

This year we had 606 students in the Day Session, the largest 
student body in Midland’s history! This is an increase of 80 students 
over last year, and an increase of 265 over seven years ago. Of this 
number, 453 or 75° are members of the Lutheran Church, then in 
order follow Presbyterian, 46; Methodist, 36; Congregational, 18; 
Baptist, 15; and with fewer than 10 each, Episcopal, Evangelical 
United Brethren, Assembly of God, Catholic, Christian, Christian 
and Missionary Alliance, Covenant, Mennonite, Salvation Army. 
There were 237 enrolled in the Evening Session, making a total 
enrollment of 843 students. 


This year Midland led all other ULCA colleges in percentage > 


of Lutheran students enrolled. Lutheran bodies represented among 
the total Lutheran population—ULCA (315), American (30), Au- 
gustana (41), Missouri (50), UELC (16). The ULCA was repre- 
sented by nine synods and British Guiana, led by the Central 
States, 234; Rocky Mountain, 23; Pacific Southwest, 22; Iowa, 15; 
Pacific, 10; New York, 4; Indiana, Northwest and Texas-Louisiana, 
2 each; and British Guiana, 1. 

Further statistics show that 85 students are preparing for full 
time Christian service: 59 for the ministry; 9 in social work, 5 in 
foreign missions; 4 for the diaconate and one each as a Director of 
Religious Education, youth work, church music and religious 
teaching. In addition to the Lutherans there are one Methodist and 
one Salvation Army preparing for the ministry. 

With an over-all increase of 125 students this year we began 
to feel the need early in the first semester for additional space. 
During the last week in September we were able to occupy the new 
dining room, considered to be one of the most practical, spacious, 
and colorful in the territory, contributing greatly to gracious living. 

At the close of the Christmas vacation it was possible for 77 
men to move into Augustine Hall, the second new men’s dormitory. 
This is an excellent addition to the campus. These two new facilities 
were erected largely with the aid of a loan from the Federal Housing 
and Home Finance Agency. Application has been made for a similar 
loan to erect another addition to Beegle Hall, the women’s dormi- 
tory, to house an additional one hundred women on campus. It is 
conceivably possible that this unit will be under construction early

The Home Missions program of Synod has had another year 
of progress for which we give thanks to Almighty God. In the year 
1958 eight new missions were organized and in 1960 five new 
missions were organized. Three new missions were organized 
since the last convention of Synod. This program of development 
has required the faithful, devoted, industrious work of every home 
mission pastor of the Synod; the cooperation of the Synodical office 
staff; the help of the members of the Home Missions Committee; 
the cooperation of many pastors of self-supporting churches; the 
help of the staff, and the aid and loans of the Board of American 
Missions, and the benevolence gifts of the many members of the 
Centra! States Synod. Gratitude is expressed to all of these persons 
who have made the development of this program possible. 


The Home Missions Committee has held quarterly meetings at 
which reports were made; some staff members of the Board of 
American Missions have made visits on the field when possible. 
The Secretary of Home Missions of the Synod attended a regional 
conference on southern work at Atlanta, Georgia, and the Board 
summer school for mission pastors at Fort Collins, Colorado, and 
conferences on rural work, in addition to attending the regular 
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meetings of the Topeka Regional and Nebraske Regional Home 
Mission Committees. 


number of first units of missions. At the time of preperation of 
this agenda report, eleven missions are in the planning, drawing. 
or construction stage of their building programs. 

Because of the limitation of funds of the Board of American 
Missions, the Synod has entered only a limited number of fields 
this past year, and the Board had endeavored to hold the entrance 
of new fields down to 55 for the new year 1960; although 64 new 
missions were organized during the year of 1960. 

Two missions have progressed to the point where they are 
able to discontinue salary aid from the Board of American Mis- 
sions. They are Morning Star, Omaha, Nebraska, and Blue 
Trinity, Raytown, Missouri. 

A number of missions are also to be commended for 
special effort in amortizing Board loans faster than the required 
schedule for the loans, in order to make more funds available 
for the building programs of missions. Missions that have made 
this contribution to general work are: Kent Memorial Lutheran 
Church, Sunrise Beach, Missouri: Faith Lutheran Church, Prairie 
Village, Kansas; Good Shepherd Lutheran Church, Washington, 
Kansas; Latvian Lutheran Church, Lincoln, Nebraska, and pos- 
sibly others not known at the Synodical office.

This 
is a suburb on the east side of Kansas City of approximately 3,000 
population, and with the usual growth as a suburb near Kansas 
City it gives promise of developing into a good mission field. A 
church site had previously been purchased on the east side of 
Blue Springs on an anticipatory basis, but there is now an oppor- 
tunity to purchase a Catholic Church building. Negotiations are 
being conducted for the purchase of this building, which would 
serve the mission adequately for a number of years. 

Joplin, Missouri. This field has been approved for occupancy 
by the Board of American Missions and is a city of approximately 
40,000 population. 

Oklahoma City, Oklahoma, Southwest. This is rapidly growing 
area on the southwest side of Oklahoma City, and a considerable 
number of developers are building new houses in this fine area. A 
church site has been purchased and the Board has classified the 
field on a Survey and Service basis, and is now seeking a developer 
to enter the field. 

Wichita, Kansas, West. Because of the temporary economic 
setback in Wichita, work has been delayed in this field for the 
time being. A church site was purchased on an anticipatory basis

Your Committee in the year 1960 arranged an itinerary on our 
territory for Reverend John R. Nelson from Malaya. This itinerary 
included churches in Missouri and Kansas.

As part of the United Lutheran Church in America, we rejoice 
in the continued growth of our overseas missions.

REPORT OF LUTHERAN WORLD ACTION 


“DATE WITH REVOLUTION” is the current 16 mm sound 
film of Lutheran World Action. It depicts the work and plans of 
Lutheran World Action in Africa. The very title reminds us again 
of what we all are aware, that we are a part of a revolution. 


The film is centered on the activities in Africa. Too often we 
look upon Africa as a spectator looks upon a conflict or contest. 
That is, to a certain extent we know what is going on there and 
are more or less interested in the events and their outcome. But 
whether we want to accept this fect or not, we are actively en- 
gaged in this revolution. Whet we do or would fail to do will 
be one of the contributing fectors determining the outcome. 


For underneath this struggle for political supremacy rages a 
bigger struggle. The struggle for the souls of Africa. Actually, 
it is a three way struggle. Shall they belong to the communistic 
world, shall they belong to the Moslem world, or shall they belong 
to Christ? Consequently, the fact that we have identified ourselves 
with Christ identifies us with this struggle. 

No, we have no arms of violence by which we can put down 
all opposition, nor do we have plans of conquest through intrigue. 
Our arms are symbolized in that well known symbol of Lutheran 
World Action, “Love’s Working Arm.” Therefore our only arms are 
love, mercy, kindness, and help. Our only plans of conquest are 
through the Gospel of truth. These are the only arms and weapons 
that Christ has furnished us. But these are the ones He expects us 
to use. 


Thus, through our gifts to Lutheran World Action we are en- 
gaged in His cause. We are participants in His revolution. No, we 
will not be so naive as to claim that Lutheran World Action is the 
only means by which He shall win, but it is one of the factors He 
does use in His conquest. Here there is no neutrality. For if we fail 
to support Lutheran World Action (or if there be some other means 
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by which we support His cause) we have not withdrawn from the 
conflict, instead we have actually joined with His opposing forces. 

But the struggle for the souls of men does not just rage in 
Africa, but everywhere—behind the iron and bamboo curtain, ih 
east Asia, in the middle east, and we must be ready to support His 
cause everywhere. 

Your Lutheran World Action committee is, indeed, happy to 
report the improvement that was made in the support of Lutheran 
World Action by the congregations of synod in the past year. The 
synod reached 95.95% of her goal. Compared with the year of 
1959, which was 83.71% this was an excellent improvement. So 
your committee wishes to thank the pastors and their congrega- 
tions for the extra effort they have made in improving their gifts 
to Lutheran World Action.

REPORT OF THE NEBRASKA LUTHERAN SOCIAL SERVICE

Many times when a Chaplain introduces himself, he is asked 
where his congregation is located. Every chaplain has a congrega- 
tion in a certain sense, but it is not organized along the same 
lines as the usual type of synodical congregation. 

Nebraska Lutheran Social Service is an inter-synodical Agency, 
providing a spiritual ministry in institutions and hospitals. The 
Central District of The American Lutheran Church, the Central 
States Synod of the United Lutheran Church in America and the 
Nebraska Conference of the Augustana Lutheran Church provide 
the members to a Board of Directors of NLSS. This Board of Direc- 
tors has a direct responsibility to guide and supervise this insti- 
tutional ministry.

REPORT OF THE UNITED LUTHERAN CHURCH MEN 


The reasons for the existence of the United Lutheran Church 
Men are well known to the church. This report wil) emmphesize thet 
the goals of the U.L.C.M. have not been atoomplished. thet much 
remains to be done and thet we, as men in the church, need to fece 
up to our shortcomings. A principal reason for not heving echiewed 
our goals of Evangelizing, Energizing and Educating is thet we heve 
not learned that to achieve these goals there must be co-operetion. 
Co-operation in our local congregation, co-pperetion with our con- 
ference officers, and certainly, co-operation with our Synodice) pro- 
grams, for to co-operate on these levels means co-opersetion with the 
U.L.C.A. office of the United Lutheran Church Men. We need to 
learn that the church is one whether we live in Kenses, Nebraska. 
Oklahoma or the farthest corner of the earth and thet any project 
that is adopted by the U.L.C.M. in converition is an obligstion of 
all the units regardless of the location of the project. 

The U.L.C.M. has made some progress Guring the year towards 
the retirement of the Lutheran Student Center Organ debt which 
was assumed at the annual convention held in Hanover, Kansas in 
1958. A total of $576.00 was received from 2! congregetione! units 
and four separate individuals. We still have « debt of $725.00 to be 
paid to complete the organ project. 

A significant advance has been made by the Synodice! U.L.C.M. 
in the past year when the proportionate shearing program wes in- 
augurated. This program had previously been edopted by conven- 
tion action to replace the former dues system. The executive com- 
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enittee felt that this type of program was more in harmony with the 
teachings of the church. 


We have hed encouraging words from U.L.C.M. headquarters 
encoureging us on this venture. Early reports indicate widespread 
spprovel of this program as 21 of the first 26 units have reported 
acceptance of the percentage sharing of offerings. It is our prayer 
thet this program may help us realize our stewardship responsi- 
bility to our church at home and abroad. 


During the year 1960, 52 units remitted a total of $2181.50 Ap- 
portionment to the Synodical treasury. Of this amount $1458.00 
was sent to the national office of the U.L.C.M.. This was far short 
of Une $2260 00 which was our apportionment. 


The annual meeting was held in Wichita, Kansas in September 
of 1960. The attendance was not at all good, possibly due to the fact 
that the meeting was removed from the center of Synod. The hos- 
pitality of the host congregation, St. Paul's and its Pastor, The Rev. 
Ivan G. Mattern. more than made up for the disappointment of a 
small attendance. The officers elected at this meeting were, Her- 
man C. Langholz, Russell, Kans, Pres, Ed Pray, Wichita, Kans., 
Vice-Pres.. Carl Kruse, Hildreth, Nebr. Sec., and Walter Gengen- 

The executive committee met twice, once at Tabitha Home in 
Lincoln and at St. Johns church in Russell, Kansas. The co-opera- 
tion of the members of the executive committee has been outstand- 


ing 

One new unit has been accepted into the synodical family, the 
unit of Emmanuel Ev. Lutheran Church of Lawton, Oklahoma was 
accepted in November. The Rev. Robert Hulse is Pastor. 

The annual convention this year will be held in First Lutheran 
Church York. Nebraska, Rev. James Suter Pastor, on September 15, 
1961. We hope and pray this convention will be well attended. The 
editor of the “Lutheran”, G. Elson Ruff has promised to be the ban- 
quet speaker. We express our thanks to the Pastoral advisors, the 
Rev. Paul Konig and the Rev. Lester Utz, for their council and ad- 
vice which we so sorely needed. 

Even though there remains much to be done in the work of the 
ULCM. we look forward to this work which will bring to us 
greater challenges. We do not look at the past to despair, but rather | 
to teach us those lessons which will help us to recognize our short- 
comings so that we may overcome them in the future. 

May we be assured of the prayers of the church that the work 
of the U.L.C_M. may prosper and that this organization may become 
a real power station in the church and that we may reach the po- 
tential which, in so many of us, lies dormant. 

Where we fail in serving our Lord and His church, may His 
forgiveness be ours, when we serve, may He grant His blessing.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON PRESIDENT’S REPORT 


The Committee has noted that in addition to the care of the 
churches committed to his trust as President of Synod, our Presi- 
dent must also bear the burdens of the Office of the Secretary of 
Home Missions and in view of the coming merger, must give much 
time and energy in carrying out and effecting this merger. 

In the face of these manifold tasks we pray that God would 
continue to grant him the wisdom, patience, and strength needed 
to carry out the duties committed to his trust. 

BE IT RESOLVED that the Convention recognize the multi- 
tudinous responsibilities entrusted to our President in these days 
of dissolution and merger, remembering him in our prayers as we 
accord him every possible cooperation in matters that concern 
the work of the Central States Synod and in matters that concern 
the Lutheran Church in America. 

BE IT RESOLVED that the Evangelical Lutheran Synod in 
the Central States, assembled in convention, visibly show its deep 
appreciation to its President, The Rev. Dr. Alfred Young, by a 
rising vote of thanks. : 

A motion prevailed to adopt the recommendations. 

A rising vote of thanks was expressed to President Young by 
the convention. 

The Report of the Executive Committee on Budget was pre- 
sented. 
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It was recommended by the Executive Committee that an item 
in the amount of $2,000.00 be designated in the 1962 budget as 
“Merger Expense.” 

A motion prevailed to adopt the recommendation. 

A motion prevailed that the item of $35,000.00 for Central 
Seminary in the budget be referred to the Executive Committee, 
and that this item be increased by $5,000.00.

The Report of the Committee on Licensure of Laymen was 
presented by Pastor Lorin Wolff. 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON LICENSURE OF LAYMEN . 


Your Committee on Licensure of Laymen has carefully studied 
the question of greater participation on the part of the laity in 
the functions of the Ministry of the Church and herewith presents 
its findings and recommendations. 


I. GENERAL CONSIDERATIONS 


A. There are two primary reasons why the Church is con- 
cerning itself with this matter at this time. The first is general 
and may be regarded as a logical development of the Protestant 
idea of the Church and its Ministry. There is abroad today in the 
world of Protestantism a movement to review the traditional rela- 
tionship between clergy and laity. In the past, the laity has usually 
been called upon to perform significant tasks in the Church only 
in times of emergency and, in spite of affirmations to the con- 
trary, has been relegated to an inferior position in the Church 
as far as participation in spiritual leadership is concerned. It is 
now being proposed that lay Christians be given a permanent part 
in the exercise of the Christian Ministry, a part which would be 
recognized as having the dignity that belongs to the office of the 
Word. This does not mean that the necessary distinctions between 
various forms of the Ministry are to be set aside; but it does involve 
a change in the Church’s appraisal of the place of the laity in the 
Church. 


The second reason is practical and specific, arising, in part, 


from the recurrent crises precipitated by a shortage of fully trained 
and ordained ministers in the Church. Though the crisis through 
which our Church, as well as others, has recently passed, seems 
to have been somewhat abated, it is still far from being resolved. 
In this situation the question arises whether the Church could 
not more adequately meet its obligation if it had, besides the 
ordained Ministry, a recognized Ministry of laymen who could, in 
a specific and circumscribed manner, augment its effectiveness 
in the preaching of the Word. The times simply demand a broader 
use of the Church’s manpower. Half-measures, apparently, will 
no longer suffice. The Ministry itself, at least in certain cf its 
phases, must be placed on a broader basis. Again, there is no 
thought of making the distinction between the several functions 
of the Ministry a matter of indifference. The point is, rather, to 
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give to such a lay Ministry a dignity commensurate with its im- 
portance as a form of the Ministry of the Werd. 

B. The United Lutheran Church in America, at its conven- 
tion in Seattle, Washington, in 1952, took « significant step forward 
by defining its conception of the Ministry. While it concerned 
itself at that time solely with the ordained Ministry, there are 
implications in that action which may properly be extended to 
include also some form of non-ordained Ministry. One of these 
refers to certain limitations in the ministry of those who serve the 
Church in positions other than the perish ministry as edminis- 
trators, executive secretaries, elected officers, and as teachers in 
colleges and seminaries. The ‘call’ is ectually ‘limited’, in these 
cases; not their ministry as such, but with reepect to their tenure 
of a particular office or position. Although the Ministry is properly 
conceived of as an ‘office’. end not as an ‘order’. this kind of 
limitation is considered to be not 
From this it would appear that the treditional opposition to every 
kind of limitation of the ‘call’ cannot be maintained. If this is 
true, a ‘limited’ lay Ministry may not be « perversion of the idea 
of the ‘call’. 

The power to ‘call’ resides in the Church as such and is 
exercised by virture of the Divine Word (inclusive of the sacra- 
ments) which resides in the Church But while “the suthorityv 
‘and the duty to proclaim the Word belong to every individual,” 
it is also clear that “the office of the Ministry ... cannot be 
derived from the universal priesthood, but must be derived from 
the nature of the church iteelf.” (Quotations are from the official 
Minutes of the Seattle Convention. pp 551-563). It has always been 
understood, at least in the Lutheran Church. thet “the right to 
proclaim the Word to the congregetion end to sdminister the 
sacraments is... not the right of ewery man, but only of those 
who have been called by the church to perform this task on its 
behalf ...A regular call from the church is. therefore. necessary 
before an individual member of the church may sassume publiciv 
the office of Word and sacraments which is necessary to the life of 
the church. “Ordination is” an ecclesiastical rite byw which the cal! 
is ratified and the office of the ministry is publicly committeed 
to the one called. It confers no permanent renk or indelible 
character” ... Nevertheless, “it is important. for it stands for the 


dignity of the office and safeguards good order.” And finally. 


“distinction in position and work exist by humen right and not by 
divine right. Tradition and expediency should be recognized as 
such and not considered constitutive and normative.” 

C. On the basis of this understanding, it is difficult to sev 
why the Church should not have the right and power to establish 
several forms of the public Ministry of the Word if it beliewes this 
would make its proclamation more effective. There seems to be 
no valid reason why, besides an ‘ordained’ Ministry with specific 
functions, there should not also be « recognized ‘un-ordained’ 
Ministry of comparable dignity and likewise with specific functions. 
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Everything would in either case depend on the same two factors: 
1) the ‘call’ of the Church, and 2) the required qualifications. The 
call to administer the sacraments could well be reserved for the 
‘ordained’ Ministry, not because ordination confers extraordinary 
powers (which it does not), but because in the area of the sacra- 
ments, disorder is most likely to occur. The ‘pastor’ would still 
be the shepherd of the flock in a comprehensive way. But public 
preaching of the Word, the liturgical ministry in public worship, 
teaching the Word in the Church schools, assisting the pastor at 
Holy Communion: these and similar functions could well be shared 
by others and entrusted to qualified lay people through a ‘call’ 
of the Church. They would-be selected in view of their special 
gifts and other qualifications and specifically trained for the ful- 
fillment of their ‘office’. The time during which they may serve 
at any given place could be limited in accordance with need, and 
they could be ‘called’ again and again to specific work. Since all 
lay persons are potentially subject to ‘call’ as servants of the 
Word, the decisive factor in every case would be that they are 
‘called’ to a specific part of the Ministry by the Church. They 
should be publicly certified and inducted into office in a manner 
not essentially different from the ordination and installation of 
pastors. The name of ‘pastor’ would be reserved for those who 
by ordination have been certified for the entire gamut of ministerial 
functions. Other titles could be devised for the others, such as 
Teacher, Deacon, and Lay Reader. The congregation or the Church 
would in every case decide the precise functions they are to per- 
form. 

D. It appears that such a procedure would not violate the 
Lutheran conception of the ‘call’ nor run counter to the under- 
stahding of the Ministry expressed by the United Lutheran Church 
in America. The understanding of the matter in the Augustana 
Evangelical Lutheran Church is not basically different. The latter 
adopted at the synodical convention in St. Paul, Minnesota, June 
13-19, 1955, a statement called ‘Revised Rules and Regulations for 
Lay Preachers’ in which thoughts similar to those expressed above 
are incorporated. Furthermore, the Council of N.L.C. Seminary 
Presidents, at its meeting in Washington, D.C., Nov. 21-22, 1959, 
discussed the ‘Adequacy of the Curriculum for Training Lay 
Leadership in the Church’; though they took no action, this dis- 
cussion reveals the direction of their thoughts. 

In view of the fact that the Church as a whole has not yet 
worked out a complete program which would operate in the 
merged Church, anything we here can recommend can have only 
a tentative and provisional character. Nevertheless, it would seem 
that the following proposals would not run any serious risk of 
being out of harmony with the thinking of the Church as a whole. 
This appraisal is further supported by the fact that at least one of 
the constituent synods of the ULCA, the Ministerium of Pennsyl- 
vania, in 1958 and 1959 adopted resolutions establishing the right 
and functions of the “Lay Reader” in its midst.

3. Since there is nothing in our teeching thet forteds ley 
persons from assisting in the sdministretion of the Moly 
Communion, and since their serving in this cepectty would 
not affect the validity of the secrarment. the Ley Reeder. a 
well as other laymen specifically appointed by the com- 
gregation for this purpose, may eesiet the pester in the

B. In Other Synodical Congregations. 
1. A Lay Reader may perform similar services in & congre- 
gation or preaching point other than the one of which he 
is a member when so appointed by the President of the 
Synod in response to a definite need, and with the consent 
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of the congregation in which he is to serve. He may be 
recommended to the President of Synod as a Lay Reader 
by his congregation or pastor, or by the President of the 
Conference in whose territory the candidate resides, with 
the approval of his congregation, church council, or pastor. 
2 When a Lay Reader is appointed to serve in a congrega- 
tion in which there is a pastoral vacancy, he shall perform 
his duties under the direction of the President of Synod. If 
a Vice-Pastor has been appointed by the President of Synod, 
the Lay Reader shall serve under his direct supervision 
and in co-operation with him. Where there is a Vice-Pastor, 
he shall be responsible for the administration of the 
sacrament as a matter of course. 

3. No appointment of a Lay Reader in a vacant congrega- 
tiem shall normally be for more than one year, and the 
same Lay Reader should not succeed himself in the same 
congregation except under unusual circumstances. 

4 Before a Lay Reader is used to serve a congregation on 
® regular basis he should be subject to a colloquium with 
the examining committee and be recommended by them. 


il CONCLUDING RECOMMENDATIONS. 


A. We recommend that Synod approve in principle the Gen- 
era! Considerations and the Qualifications, Functions and Duties 
as set forth in the report of this committee. 

B. We recommend that Synod urge all congregations to begin 
using their lay members now in some of the ways here suggested, 
such as reading the liturgy and an occasional sermon. In this way, 


men will gredually become available who can participate in a 


limtted ministry also on the synodical level. 

Cc. That, in view of the coming merger, a limited program of 
training for Lay Readers to function in their own congregations, 
be set up for this year. 

D. That the Executive Committee of Synod be directed to set 
up and direct this training program, and that it be authorized to 
invite the other participating Lutheran groups in the merger to 
share in the program.

REPORT OF TABITHA HOME BOARD OF DIRECTORS 
FOR THE YEAR 1960 


To the members of the supporting Synods of Tabitha Home, 
the Central States Synod, the Iowa Synod, the Rocky Mountain 
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Synod, and the Wartburg Synod. 
Grace, mercy and peace from God the Father, and our Lord 
Jesus Christ. Amen. 


We close the year 1960 and enter into the Seventy-Fifth Year 
of the Founding of Tabitha Home, by the Rev. H. Heiner, in the 
year 1886. It was Fifty-Five years ago on November 20, 1906, when 
the German Nebraska (Midwest), Kansas, lowa, Nebraska, and the 
Wartburg Synods took over the Home and assumed control of the 
work for the General Synod of the Lutheran Church. Later in 1910 
the Rocky Mountain Synod became a supporting Synod of Tabitha 
Home. During the past fifty five years these Synods have been the 
prime support of Tabitha Home and her work of mercy. In the 
years which lie ahead, we fervently pray that Tabitha’s many 
friends through the years will remember to assist her in her work. 
We must remain charitable and merciful in our ministrations as a 
Christian Service Home through your gifts. Tabitha Home is your 
hands of mercy to serve you. 


A staff study report of Tabitha Home was made by Secretary 
Harold W. Reisch, of the U.L.C.A. Board of Social Missions, in 
July 1960. The report of findings was presented to the Tabitha 
Home Board of Directors, at the Semi-Annual Meeting in Septem- 
ber 1960. 


THE CHILDREN’S DEPARTMENT 


A total of 22 children (9 girls and 13 boys) representing 7 fam- 
ilies, were cared for at Tabitha during 1960. A total of 4144 day’s 
care were provided our children during 1960. On January 1, 1960 
our children numbered 13, (6 girls, 7 boys). Of this number 11 were 
in the Home, (5 girls, 6 boys). During the year 9 were received, (3 
girls and 6 boys). The number dismissed was 22 (9 girls, 13 boys)... 
On January 1, 1961, Tabitha has no children in the home. Those 
dismissed are under the custody and supervision of the Immanuel 
Deaconess Institute of Omaha. They are in foster and adoptive 
homes. 


THE AGED DEPARTMENT 


During the year 1960, Tabitha Home cared for 91 Aged folks. 
Of these, 56 were women and 35 were men. At the beginning of 
1960 our Aged family numbered 73 (44 women, 29 men). During 
the year 18 persons were received (12 women, 6 men) and 16 
persons were dismissed. Of the 7 women who left 3 were taken 
in death, and 4 went to live with relatives or nursing homes. Of 
the 9 men who left, 7 were taken in death and 1 to the State Hos- 
pital and 1 to relatives. A total of 27,912 days of care were given 
our Aged, during the year of 1960. On January 1, 1961, our Aged 
family numbered 75, (49 women, 26 men). Of our Aged family 
of 75, 38 women and 11 men are Lutherans (49).

CENTRAL LUTHERAN THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY 


Central Seminary has again enjoyed a good year. For that fact 
it is indebted to the constituency for loyal and generous support; 
to the Board for faithful and conscientious direction; to the faculty 
and staff for capable and co-operative labor; to the students for a 
docile spirit and a willingness to work; to the administration for a 
tireless and aggressive program of promotion, and especially to our 
gracious Heavenly Father for rich and uncounted blessings, both 
temporal and spiritual. 

The enrollment has again reached the fifty mark. Nineteen of 
the fifty represented the Central States Synod; nine the Iowa; nine 
the Rocky Mountain; and four the Texas and Louisiana. Five 
were from ULCA Synods beyond our territory; two represented 
TALC and two were members of the Congregational Church. There 
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were thirteen seniors, eight interns, fourteen middlers, fourteen | 
juniors and one special. For different reasons four of the juniors 
failed to complete the year’s work. 

While Midland College provided twehty-nine students there 
were twenty-one other colleges and Universities represented in the 
student body. Four per cent of the students held their Master’s 
degree. 

For the first time in its history Central Seminary enjoyed as 
many as eight full-time members of the regular faculty. Seventy- 
one per cent of those hold the earned doctorate, whereas only forty 
per cent of those on all Lutheran Seminary faculties in this country 
and Canada hold such degrees. Since the beginning of the present 
calendar year Dr. Gerhard Gieschen has been on sabbatical, travel- 
ing, studying and hearing noted lecturers in his field in Germany. 
This has been made possible only by the generosity of the Wagners 
of Schuyler, Nebraska, who have established the Wagner Faculty 
Enrichment Fund. A fine addition to the faculty since last August 
has been the Rev. Prof. Martin E. Lehmann, Th.D. (Princeton), who | 
was installed on January 31 as ha aeaaearee in the Department of 
Historical Theology. 

The resignation of the Rev. Prof. Wesley J. Fuerst, Th.D. was 
regretfully accepted as of July 15, 1961. He will become Professor 
of the Old Testament in the Lutheran Theological Seminary in Ar- 
gentina, S. A. We are happy to announce as his successor at Central 
the same capable and dynamic man whom he succeeded four years 
ago, the Rev. Prof. Richard R. Syre, Ph.D., Litt.D. 

: The consummation of the merger of the ULCA with the other 

Bodies will, at least for the first two years, give to the constituency 
of Central approximately two hundred additional congregations and 
about seventy-five thousand more confirmed members. 

Again this year Central Seminary Sunday was observed on 
The Second Sunday after Easter, sometimes called Good Shepherd — 
Sunday, April 16. This has become a pleasantly anticipated part 
of the year’s program. The observance of the day is without cost 
to the congregations or to the Seminary, with the exception of the 
expense of postage, stationery and printed matter. The faculty and 
students take care of the necessary travel expense. 
| Beginning in 1952, Central’s faculty is offering to any groups 
within its territory two or three of its members to lecture for sev- 
eral days without cost to the inviting ‘groups, except for lodging and 


meals.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE OF STUDENTS IN NON-LUTHERAN 
SCHOOLS 


KANSAS-MISSOURI-OKLAHOMA AREA 

Kansas State University, Manhattan, Kansas. Contact Pastor 
Paul D. Olson, Pastor of the First Lutheran Church. There are 300 
NLC preference students enrolled. Mrs. Paul Olson, wife of the 
pastor, has been assisting with the work on the campus. Luther 
House, located at 915 Denison St., is the focal point of student activi- 
ties on the campus. A Chapel Service is held on Tuesday, a non- 
credit Religious Course is taught each week and Bible Study is held 
every Sunday. NLC students participate in the worship of First 
Lutheran Church by serving as ushers, singing in the choir and 
teaching in the Sunday Church School. A faculty seins also meets 
regularly. 

Kansas University, Lawrence, Kansas. Contact Pastor Harold 
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Hamilton, Pastor of Trinity Lutheran Church. There are 300 NLC 
preference students enrolled. Mr. Wendell Nelson, a graduate assis- 
tant, assigned by the Division of College and University of the NLC 
and the Lutheran Student Foundation of Kansas, assists with the 
work on the campus.

NEBRASKA AREA 

Wayne State Teachers College, Wayne, Nebraska. Contact 
Pastor Robert E. Shirck, Pastor of St. Paul’s Lutheran Church. 
- Total NLC enrollment is 200 students. The Lutheran Student As- 

sociation meets twice a month beginning with a supper. A Morning 
Chapel service especially for the college student is held twice a 
month. As is the case with many teacher collages, many of the 
students go home over weekends. 

Nebraska State Teachers College, Kearney, Nebraska. Contact 
Pastor Ronald Ebb, Pastor of First Lutheran Church. Total NLC 
enrollment is 160 students. The LSA meets the 2nd and 4th Tuesdays 
at 6:30 PM, usually on campus but occasionally at the church. Or-— 
ganizations of the church contribute to the work of the LSA. Stu- 
dents use LSA envelopes on Sunday morning, 50% of offering re- 
ceived in the envelopes goes for their student work and 50% for 
their offering to the local church. The LSA has two exchange meet- 
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ings each year with the Gamma Delta, Missouri Synod group, on 
the campus. i 

Hastings College, Hastings, Nebraska. Contact Pastor Paul 
deFreese, Pastor of First St. Paul’s Lutheran Church. Total NLC 
enrollment is about 40 students. Sister Dorothy Stadler, deaconess 
at First St. Paul’s Lutheran Church, is the supervisor of NLC work 
on the campus. The LSA meets twice a month on Sundays at the 


church or in homes. Lutheran students serve as members of the 


Sunday Church School staff as well as sing in the church choir.

MINISTRY 

The main thrust in the campus ilestatey | is the Sunday worship 
with the Word and Sacrament. Attendance at worship averages 
150 per Sunday. During 1960 397 different persons have attended 
communion at the Lutheran Student Chapel with a total of 968 
communing. Six students have been confirmed and one child bap- 
tized. There have been nine weddings. About 450 different students | 
participate in the worship services and activities at the Lutheran 
Student House and Chapel. 

The other facets of the ministry Lnciante the Lutheran Student 
Association with its program each Sunday evening, Bible study 
classes, a confirmation class each semester, a monthly Grad Faculty 
Fellowship, and a Kupples Klub which also meets monthly. There 
is Vespers each Wednesday evening, and Lenten services during 
that season. The Lutheran Student Choir under the direction of 
Mr. Audun Ravnan from the School of Music sings at each morning 
worship and last year gave concerts in nine congregations in Ne- 
braska. A great amount of the pastor’s time is consumed in coun- 
seling. The church council assists the pastor in personal contacts 
with new students. There were 8,253 students enrolled at Nebraska 
University in the fall of 1960, exclusive of evening classes. There 
are 850 NLC students and 570 Missouri Synod students. At Nebraska | 
Wesleyan there are 60 NLC students and about 25 NLC students at 
the nursing schools in Lincoln. 


MAJOR PROJECTS COMPLETED 

With the installation of pews in the ial loft, the chapel project 
is completed. Students initiated a fund drive in November to fur- 
nish the chapel with these pews and have subcribed sufficient funds 
to pay for them. Last spring the pews on the main floor of the sanct- 
uary were installed, and are also paid for. Antependia for the altar 
in the four colors have also been provided. The Lutheran Student | 
House and Chapel is a beautiful tribute to the interest and support 
of NLC churches in Nebraska as well as of —— alumni and parents 
and other friends who have given. 


“FINAN CES 

The operational budget for 1960 was $18, 969.13. Of this amount 
$9,760.30 was for staff, $5,846.78 for facilities, and $3,362.05 for pro- 
gramming. The National Lutheran Council provided $4,650.00; and 
church bodies in Nebraska, $9827.34—(ALC, $2500.00; Aug. $1417.40; 
ELC, $311.38; LFC, $25.00; UELC, $431.00; and ULCA, $5,000.00). 
Student offerings amounted to $2,207.43, and — gifts and mis- 
cellaneous, $2,558.13. 


CONCLUSION 

Since 1946, when the campus ministry came under the direction 
of the National Lutheran Council, the approach to the ministry at 
NU has changed from a mere LSA concern to a “full” ministry of 
Word, Sacrament, and pastoral care. Our concern must continually 
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be to confront students with the gospel and to make the message 
articulate in a changing atmosphere and attitude. The needs are 
basically the same, although the expression of these needs may vary. 
An academic atmosphere which thinks in technological, scientific, 


and naturalistic terms calls for an articulate approach. It is our 


hope that the gathered community of believers may be the scattered 
thrust of the church in our university life. 

The effectiveness of a campus ministry cannot be measured by 
the number of activities, or even by the number of students who 
participate, though our aim is to reach more and more, but rather 
in what happens in the lives of those who hear the Word, and the 
steady witness in the life of the campus by the church.

REPORT OF THE LUTHER 
The past year has shown a significant spiritual growth in our 


Luther League. Many leaguers have shown more concern for the’ 


deeply serious matters of our Faith, are willing to spend consider- 
able time discussing our Christian Beliefs, and are willing to wit- 
ness to others for Christ. This was evidenced at rallies, at an 
evangelism retreat, at our convention, and in local league meetings. 
This does not apply to all leaguers unfortunately. In fact this 
spiritual growth has been shown in only a minority of our leaguers. 
However, if we continue to emphasize this spiritual growth, it will 
not be long before we will have a majority of our leaguers with 
this spirit. 

We are also thankful for the guidance of our local leagues’ 
adult advisors. Yet, we need to encourage and train more adults 
to become league advisors. We must show them the tremendous 
importance they can make in guiding youth. All leagues have a 
complete turn over of members every three to four years. Only 


steady adult advisors can serve as the “tie-over” for these leagues | 


and keep consistency and steady improvement. 


A summary of our program follows: 

1. CSLL CONVENTION—A new high of 350 pesiers and 
leaguers attended the sixth annual convention August 8-11, 1960, 
at Midland College, Fremont, Nebraska. The convention centered 
around the theme, “Jesus Christ—My Master.” Officers elected 
were President, Roger Grothen, Juniata, Nebraska; Vice-president, 
John Podszus, Independence, Missouri; Secretary, Gloria Hendricks, 
Overland Park, Kansas; Treasurer, Laurene Anderson, Wichita, 
Kansas; and Pastoral advisor, Rev. Clifford Smith, Liberty, Missouri. 
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2. EVANGELISM RETREAT—“Evangelism Through Prayer” 
was the theme for the first Synodical League Evangelism Retreat. 
The group met the weekend of — 30-October 1, at Camp 
Brewster in Omaha. 

3. LLA OFFICERS CONFERENCE—During Thanksgiving va- 
cation, seven members of our executive committee attended the an- 
nual Luther League of America Officers’ Conference at Columbus, 
Ohio. 

- 4, DISTRICT RALLIES—Planning for both last fall and spring 
rallies was done at the close of convention in August. Under the ef- 
ficient and valuable guidance of our Rally Chairman, Rev. Henry 
Gittler, the themes and outlines for the rallies were prepared. The 
overall topic was “Christ, Pll Serve.” The fall rally emphasis was 
“Only One Life,” and the spring was “So Send I You.” October 8, 
15, and 22, 1961 are tentative dates for the fall rallies. 

5. DISTRICTS—Because of its size, the Omaha-Lincoln District 
has been divided into two districts. In the revision: some leagues 
in the Central Nebraska District were placed in the Lincoln District. 

6. FINANCE—The change to an apportionment system of giv- 
ing has proven to be quite successful. In 1960 our league met 58 
percent ($2200.00) of our LLA apportionments as compared to 
reaching only 28 percent the year before. As determined at our 
convention the 1961 apportionment is based on $2.95 per leaguer. 

7. CALENDAR OF CAUSES—At the last convention it was de- 
cided that the synodical committees for the Luther League Five- — 
point Program would plan their programs on a calendar year 
basis. A calendar of causes was formed. For each month a five- 
' point committee has a special emphasis listed. 

8, LLA CONVENTION—Plans are being made for Synodical 
League transportation either by bus or train for our leaguers who 
plan to attend the 1961 LLA Convention, August 14-19, at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois in Urbana. 

9. NEXT CSLL CONVENTION—The seventh annual conven- 
tion will be held July 31-August 3, 1961, at Midland College, Fre- 
mont, Nebraska. The theme will be “A Royal Priesthood.” 

I have enjoyed working with the members of our executive 
committee. Without the help they have given, it would have been 
impossible to have a smooth operation Synodical League. We pray 
that we will continue our spiritual growth by responding more fully 
to the love of our Lord and Savior, Jesus Christ.

REPORT OF UNITED LUTHERAN CHURCH WOMEN 


The Synodical United Lutheran Church Women’s Organization, 
which was entrusted to new officers at the annual convention held 
in Salina, Kansas, last September, has been blessed with splendid 
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leadership the past six years. This auxiliary of the church in the 


Central States Synod has made a steady growth in the number of 
organizations, membership and stewardship during this period of 
merger. The members realize the importance of our policy that all 
members are first a member of a congregation and, as such, partici- 
pate with and through the congregation in the benevolent causes 
of the church. The work of a waar organization is a second-mile 
project. 

Our programs keep us informed of the needs of our church. Our 
offerings are used to further those necessities through the budget of 
our General organization, which administers them to the church 
at large. Through the General budget we also contribute to the 
support of all single woman missionaries. 


The reports submitted to the annual convention held in Salina,

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON PARISH EDUCATION © 


MEETINGS. The committee met in the Church House, Omaha, 
Nebraska, on September 20, 1960, and at Central Seminary, Fre- 
mont, Nebraska, January 23 and 24, 1961. Sister Sophie Damme, 
Field Secretary for the Board of Parish Education was present at 
both meetings. Miss Ruth Swanson, Long Range Program repre- 
sentative of the Board of Parish ee was present at the Jan- 
uary meeting. 

APPOINTMENTS. At the Januarv dneating the Rev. Stanley 
Senness was appointed to represent the Synod at the Mid-West Con- 
ference on Parish Education at Chicago Lutheran Theological Sem- 
inary, Maywood, Illinois, June 15 and 16, 1961. The alternate repre- 
sentative is the Rev. Dale Roseke. 

LEADERSHIP SCHOOLS. This committee is aware of four Lead- 
ership Schools conducted in Synod. The “Faith and Life Institute” 
of Kansas City, Missouri, and a school in the Hooper, Nebraska area, 
were concerned with the total program of Parish Education. A 
school in the Wayne, Nebraska area and also one in the Columbus, 
Nebraska area were concerned chiefly with teaching in the Church 
Schools. 

LONG RANGE PROGRAM. At the J nema meeting, Miss Ruth 
Swanson presented the Long Range Program. This included the 
planning, goals and objectives, and introduction of this material. 
Our Synod was divided into areas of five to seven congregations, 
and a host congregation and key pastor were suggested. These areas 
will be the means for training leaders of each congregation to in- 
troduce the new material. The first meeting in each area will be 
in 1962. Each congregation will be notified of the date and place 
of their area meeting. — 

CHILDREN’S SECRETARY. Mrs. Stanley Senness, the Synodical

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON CAMP PROPERTY 


Camp Wa Shun Ga is located in Geary County, Kansas, about 
13 miles southwest of Junction City. In 1960, it was in constant 
use from May 29 through August 26, a total of 13 weeks. 

The camp was used for three sessions by our Synod: a Junior 
session from July 3-8; a family session from July 8-10; and an Inter- 
mediate session from July 10-15. It was also used by the Augustana 
Lutherans for three sessions: a Junior session from July 17-22; a 
Brotherhood session from July 22-24; and an Intermediate session 
from July 24-29. A Senior session was conducted by joint director- 
ship by our Synod and the Kansas District of the Augustana Lu- 
therans from July 3- to August 5. The American Lutheran Church 


leased Wa Shun Ga for a Junior-Intermediate session from August | 


7-12. Five non-Lutheran groups also leased Wa Shun Ga facilities 
during the summer, conducting eight camp sessions. During the 
whole of the open season, we serviced 2,454 campers. Some of them 
attended for only one or two days, but the majority attended five 
or six day camps. 

Wa Shun Ga was serviced and maintained for the season by 
a staff of nine employees under direction of William Schnacken- 
berg, of Polk, Nebraska. Mrs. Miller Carpenter, Lawrence, Kansas, 
was the camp cook. Both of these employees will return in 1961. 

In addition to the annual payment of the camp’s note for the 

swimming pool, and the interest payment, we were able to make a 
number of additions to our facilities. A third refrigerator was pur- 
chased; six new boats were purchased; a hot water tank was re- 
placed and one other tank was added; a stamping machine to stamp 
names on leather craft was purchased; and a chain saw and a paint 
spray outfit were added to our maintenance equipment. 

The camp will open this year on May 28, and will close August 
25. All available time has been contracted. There will be six weeks 
of Lutheran camps, the remainder being conducted by non-Lutheran 
groups.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON YOUTH WORK 


_ The Youth Work Committee met in the Church House in Omaha 
on Wednesday, November 30, 1960. This meeting was called to hear 
reports from the Synodical Youth Camps, to recommend to the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of Synod directors for the 1961 camp programs, 
and to study the work of the Central States Luther League. Reports 
from the camp directors revealed the fact that 810 young people, 
from the territory of the Synod, attended Youth Camp in 1960. The 
cost -per camper ranged from $12.50 to $18.00. The cost depends 
upon various factors, such as ownership of the camp, renting and 
camp site and furnishing meals for the campers, or renting the 
facilities of another church camp and 5s en the owners furnish 
meals. 


YOUTH 


Our deep gratitude is dentin to those who take part in our 
camp programs. Many of our camp leaders make great sacrifices in 
order to assist in the camping program. They are selected because 
of their interest in youth and their ability to do the required work. 
We cannot begin to thank these people for what they have done and | 
are doing for the youth of our Synod. They are with the young 
people during the entire week at camp. In many cases, these lead- 
ers never leave the compound of the camp during the entire week. 
They are there to teach, counsel and guide the campers in their 
Christian life. The leaders stay in the cottages and cabins with the 
young people to guide them in their evening devotions and to see 
that they get enough rest and sleep during the night. These leaders 
supervise the entire day at camp. Young people come to know 
Christ in with many others. |

_ The committee on pension acts as an information agency, pass- 
ing along news from pension headquarters. Here following is some 
information from the Board of Pensions. 


1. Contributions to the pension plan for the year of 1960 amounted 


to over two million dollars. ‘zne total assets of the pension fund — 


are $20,986,000. 
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2. An “extra dividend” of 1% on combined accumulation was cred- 
ited to the accounts of members of the pension plans. The “divi- 
dend” was possible because of favorable investment experience. 


3. During 1960 215 members joined the Contributory Pension Plan. 
The active membership now totals 3,624. 
4. During 1960 265 joined the Family Protection Plan. The active 
-~ membership now totals 3,303. 

5. There are 290 members in the Lay Pension Plan. 
6. Benefits totaling $69,200 were paid to 16 beneficiaries of members 
of the Family Protection Plan in 1960. To date benefits totaling 
€298,700 have been paid to beneficiaries of 111 members. 
7. A total of 44 ministers retired from active service in 1960. The 
average age of retirement was 69 years 3 months and 5 days. |

REPORT nail THE COMMITTEE ON THE CIRCULATION OF 
THE “LUTHERAN” 


The weil committee on the Circulation of the LUTHERAN, 
consisted of the following pastors: Clifford C. Smith; Lester L. 
Lamm; Ray Peters; Victor R. Schoonover and Ronald Norman. 


This committee met at the church house in Omaha, on September 


21, 1960, with all members present. Mr. Joseph Knapp, Circulations 
manager of the LUTHERAN from Philadelphia, led the discussion 


which unfolded some. amazing statistics of growth in circulation. 


Ten years ago the circulation of the LUTHERAN was a modest 54 
thousand. Now the figure has mushroomed to 202 thousand sub- 
scriptions, so in spite of television people are still interested in 
reading good material. We feel this is amongst the best! 


_ Promotion Desk Book materials arrived late and came in 
October 1960, mailing, but the packet was well-stocked with very 
fine promotional materials, — all of which tends to make the 
synodical committee unnecessary if all the pastors and those re- 
sponsible within the congregations would read and use these helps. 


Prior to the Omaha meeting in August, a synod-wide mailing 
went out to every congregation in Synod urging the pastors and 
those directly responsible to promote new subscriptions and urge 
renewals along with the pertinent information as to prices, etc. 


Included also in this letter were the number of subscriptions of each © 


congregation for the years 1959, and 1960, with expiration dates, 
with provision for the 1961, subscription figure to be filled in by 
the congregation and sent back to the synodical chairman. This was 
done by twenty-one congregations with some 170 failing, some 
because the figures would not be available until a later date in 
this year. 


In March 1961, letters were sent out to the congregations failing 
to report even one subscription urging promotion. Conference chair- 
men gave a report at the Fall conference meeting explaining the 
various subscription rates, congregational plan along with an urgent 


plea on the part of pastors to further encourage the use of the 


LUTHERAN " members of their congregations. 
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As to synodical statistics, the following speaks for itself:

1960 showed an increase in subscriptions of 835 over 1959. 
1960 showed the 100% congregations increased by 8 over 1959.

| THE PROPOSED CONSTITUTION 
OF THE LUTHERAN WELFARE COUNCIL OF NEBRASKA 


Article I 


The name of this organization shall be “Lutheran Welfare 
Council of Nebraska.” 


Article II 
Purpose 


1. It shall serve as a council in social planning and encourage > 


participation of all member church bodies in building an ade- 
quate church social welfare program based on needs as they 
arise and resources provided by the churches in recognition 
of the social ministry in their total program. 

2. It shall seek to coordinate, through conference and common 
agreement, Lutheran welfare activities of member church 
bodies, Inter-Synodical agencies and local parish welfare 
activities in order that the needs of people may be best served, 
without violating the principles or official position of the 
participating church bodies and member agencies. 


3. It shall serve as a central information bureau on welfare work 


for the Lutheran churches in Nebraska. 

4. On authorization of agencies of member church bodies and the 

- church bodies, it shall represent those agencies in public or 
private, state or community wide interests. 

5. Upon request it may assist in developing standards and 
strengthening services of Lutheran agencies through such

studies, and other consultative efforts as may be deemed ad- 
visable. 

It shall recommend to the jurisdictional units of Lutheran 
church bodies in Nebraska the creation and development of 
new Lutheran agencies as may from time to time be necessary 
to meet new needs, but it shall not create or operate any agency. — 
It shall promote recruiting of trained Christian workers for 
the field of welfare and social services. 

It shall work in close cooperation with any national Lutheran 
welfare council boards, or agencies which officially represent 
Lutheran Synodical groups in the territory of the Lutheran 
Welfare Council of Nebraska. 

It shall encourage and advise the member church bodies in 
the organization of social welfare committees, boards or divi- 
sions. 

It may sponsor conferences or workshops for Lutheran church 
organizations such as men’s, women’s, and youth organizations 
who may be interested in the churches’ responsibility in social 
welfare. 

It shall assist in making Lutheran welfare services known to 
all member church bodies and to the community at large. 


Article Il 
Memberships 


Any jurisdictional unit of Lutheran church bodies having 
congregations in Nebraska may become a member by declaring 
in writing its agreement with the Constitution and By-Laws of 
the Council and by stating its desire to participate. 

Each member jurisdictional unit of Lutheran church bodies 


in Nebraska should be entitled to 1 representative for every 


5,000 confirmed members or major fraction thereof in Ne- 
braska, providing however that each unit shall have at least 
1 representative to act on behalf of their respective church 
bodies. 

Representatives of the jurisdictional units of the member 
church bodies shall be the voting members of this Council. 
The term of office is to be determined by each jurisdictional 
unit. However, no term of office should be less than 2 years. 
Each Lutheran agency operating in Nebraska shall be entitled 
to name one of their staff members and one of their board 
members as advisory members to the council. 


Article IV 
Financing 


The work of the council shall be financed by the participating 
jurisdictional units of Lutheran church bodies in Nebraska. 
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Article V 


| Officers 

. A President, Vice-president, Secretary, Treasurer, and 3 
- Members-at-Large shall be elected to the Executive Committee 
at an annual meeting from the official representatives holding 
voting membership in the council. 


. The president shall preside at all meetings, appoint committees 
as authorized, and perform such other functions as usually 
pertain to the office. 


. The vice-president shall assume the duties of the president in 
his absence or inability to serve. 


. The secretary shall maintain an accurate record of the official 
proceedings of the council, send out all notices, and perform 
such other functions as usually pertain to the office. 


. The treasurer shall receive all monies, depositing the same in 
the manner approved by the council, disburse funds on proper 
authorization and maintain accurate records of all transactions; 
Surety bond may be required of the treasurer by the council at 
such time and amount as the council may determine. The 
treasurer shall be chairman of the Finance Committee. 


. All officers shall be residents of the state of Nebraska. 


Article VI 


Meetings 

. The annual meeting shall normally be held on the Ist Mon- 
day in December for the purpose of election of officers and 
to transact such business as may properly come before it. 
Other meetings may be held upon thirty day notice as the 
Council or Executive Committee may determine necessary. 


. The Service Committees. shall meet as often as is necessary to 
’ carry out the objectives of their committees. 


. The Council meetings shall be open to all those interested in 
Social Welfare. 


Roberts Revised Rules of Order shall apply at all meetings. 


Article VII 


Committees 


. The Executive Committee shall consist of the officers of the 
Council and 3 Members-at-Large elected annually by the 
council from the official representatives holding voting mem- 
bership in the council. Members of the Executive Committee 
shall be elected to provide for 1 representative from each 
jurisdictional unit of Lutheran church bodies in Nebraska on 


the Executive Committee. 
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. The Executive Committee shall carry out the policies, program 
and decisions of the council. Its actions shall be reported to 
and subject to the approval of the council. 

. The Executive Committee shall appoint the chairman.and com- 
mittee members for the following committees: 

a. Finance Committee—The treasurer of the council shall be 
chairman of the Finance Committee. One representative 
from each of the member jurisdictional units shall be mem- 
bers of the Finance Committee. | . 


b. Service Committees: 
1. There shall be the following 4 Service Committees—1) 
Chaplaincy Services 2) Family and Children’s Services 


3) Hospital and Health Services 4) Services for the Aged. 


2. Members of each committee shall consist of chairman, 
plus 2 other members from the Council and 2 advisory 
members engaged in the area of service encompassed 
by the committee; all members shall be appointed by 
the Executive Committee for a term of 2 years. 


c. Miscellaneous Committees 


1. The Executive Committee may appoint such other com- 
mittees as it may deem necessary from time to time. 

. The Nominating Committee, consisting of five members, shall 

be elected at the annual meeting for the purpose of preparing 

a slate of officers for the following year’s general election. 


Article VIII 
The Constitution may be amended by two-thirds vote of the 
Council representatives present and voting, provided that such 
amendment has been submitted in writing to all council repre- 
sentatives 15 days prior to the date of the meeting at which 


the améndment is to be voted upon. The amendment shall 
become effective at the next annual meeting, provided all of 


the Executive Committees of the jurisdictional units have rati- 


fied the amendment and returned peer written consent to the 
change in the constitution. | 


BY-LAWS 


. Duties of Committees 

a. It shall be the duty of the Finance Committee to set up an 
annual budget for the ensuing year and to submit it to the 
council for approval at the annual meeting. They shall also 
submit a tentative budget for the succeeding calendar year 
as a guide for the jurisdictional units of the Lutheran 
church bodies in Nebraska in the preparation of their 
budgets. 
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The council shall submit to the jurisdictional units a state- 
ment of the equitable portion expected each year on the 
basis of the confirmed membership as recommended by the 
Finance Committee. 
The Chaplaincy Committee shall concern itself with mat- 
ters related to services of the Lutheran Chaplaincy pro- 
grams in Nebraska. It shall advise member church bodies 
and agencies involved in chaplaincy services on the total 
social and spiritual needs of the community. Requests re- 
ceived by the council or Executive Committee for evalua- 
tion of chaplaincy services shall be referred to the Chap- 
laincy Committee. 
. The Family and Children’s Service Committee shall con- 
cern itself with matters related to services of the family 
and children’s agencies and institutions in Nebraska. It 


may provide for studies through national welfare agencies | 


and make reports as may be requested by the Lutheran 
agencies engaged in these services or may be requested by 
other community agencies who need to know the total serv- 
ices of Lutheran agencies. It may advise Lutheran church 
bodies on unmet needs in the community and compile 
statistics on the actual services given. It may provide con- 
sultative services to agencies who request such service and 
make recommendations for standards to improve the serv- 
ices given by the Lutheran agencies. 


a Hospital and Health Services Committee shall concern it- 


self with the matters pertaining to hospitals and health 
services in the state of Nebraska. It may provide for stu- 
dies through national welfare agencies and make reports 
as may be requested by Lutheran agencies engaged in these 
services, or may be requested by other community agencies 
who need to know the total services of Lutheran agencies. 
It may advise Lutheran church bodies on unmet needs in 
the community and compile statistics on the actual services 
given. It may provide consultative services to agencies who 
request such service and make recommendations for stand- 
ards to improve the services given by the Lutheran agencies. 
. Services for the Aged Committee shall concern itself with 

matters pertaining to the services for the aged. It ‘may pro-

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2. Election 

All officers of the council shall be elected at the annual meet- 

ing. The election procedure shall be as follows: The nominat- 

ing committee shall present a slate of candidates to the next 
annual meeting of at least 2 candidates for each office to be 
filled. Election shall be by ballot, the majority of ballots cast 
shall be required for election. 

3. Terms of Office 

a. The officers of the council shall be elected for a term of 2 
‘years, and shall take office at the close of the annual meet- 
ing at which they are elected. Officers shall be eligible to 
serve no more than 3 terms consecutively. 

b. Vacancies in office shall be filled by the Executive Com- 
mittee to complete the unexpired term. 

c. At the first electian the President, Treasurer, and 2 Mem- 
bers-at-Large shall be elected for 2 years and the other 
officers and 1 Member-at-Large for 1 year. Elections shall 
be held on alternate years for the other officers of the 
Council. 

d. The term of office of chairman of all committees shall be 
“determined by the Executive Committee. 

4. Annual Meeting 

a. The annual meeting shall normally be held on the Ist Mon- 
day of December at such time and place as may’ be set by 
by the Executive Committee. — 

b. The secretary shall mail delegate credential blanks to all 
member jurisdictional units 60 days prior to the annual 
meeting, and the credential blanks shall be returned 30 days 
prior to the annual meeting, if possible. From this ac- 
credited list nominations — be made for the officers of 
the council. 

5. Amendment | 
The constitution may be sential by two-thirds vote of the 

Council representatives present and voting, provided that such 

amendment has been submitted in writing to all Council repre- 

sentatives. 15°days, prior to the date of the meeting at which 
the amendment is: to be voted upon. The amendment shall be- 
come effective at the next annual meeting, provided all of 
the Executive Committees of the jurisdictional units have rati- 
fied the amendment and returned their written consent to the 
change in the constitution.

THE Parties to this Agreement are such of the following as are 
bound in accordance with paragraph 24: 

An Iowa corporation reincorporated in 1945 and nresuntly 
existing under the corporate name of AMERICAN EVAN- 
GELICAL LUTHERAN CHURCH and herein referred to as 
AELC. 
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A Minnesota corporation incorporated in 1950 under the 
corporate name of THE AUGUSTANA EVANGELICAL LUTH- 
ERAN CHURCH, herein referred to as Augustana. 

A Michigan corporation incorporated in 1890 and presently 
existing under the corporate name of THe Suomi Synop 
OR THE FINNISH EVANGELICAL-LUTHERAN CHURCH OF 
AMERICA, herein referred to as Suomi Synod. 

A New York corporation incorporated in 1918 and pres- 
ently existing under the corporate name of THE UNITED 
LUTHERAN CHURCH IN AMERICA, herein referred to as 
ULCA. 

The parties do hereby agree to consolidate, pursuant to Chapter 
317 of the Minnesota Statutes, to form a new corporation as 
defined in the Minnesota Statutes and do hereby set forth the 
following terms, conditions and provisions with respect thereto: 


STATUTORY PROVISIONS 


1. The name of the new corporation is LUTHERAN CHURCH IN 
AMERICA, which is hereinafter referred to as the Church. 

2. Wherever in this Agreement reference is made to the “laws 
of the Church” it shall relate to such regulations as the law of 
Minnesota permits a nonprofit corporation to make for itself 
(which are known in the Minnesota Statutes as by-laws and which 
will be known to the Church as its constitution and by-laws). | 
The laws of the Church which shall be effective immediately upon > 
its incorporation are appended as Exhibit A. 

3. The purpose of the new corporation is to promote the 
Christian religion according to the tenets of the faith as set 
forth in the laws of the Church. 

4, The new corporation will not afford pecuniary gain, in- 
cidentally or otherwise, to its members. 

5. The new corporation will have perpetual existence. 

S 6. The registered office in Minnesota of the new corporation 
will be in the city of Minneapolis.

PROVISIONS RELATING TO SYNODS 


11. The Church will be divided into such synods as are from 
time to time provided in the laws of the Church, and they shall 
have such jurisdiction as is assigned in such laws. The synods for 
which provision is made at the inception of the Church will all be 
incorporated, and, for the purpose of preserving: the corporate 
continuity of existing incorporated conferences, synods and dis- 
tricts of the parties hereto, the corporate procedure outlined in the- 
ensuing paragraphs of this Agreement will be taken by all such 
rorporations. Whenever a party to this Agreement is not legally 
capable of direct action on behalf of any such synodical, confer- 
ence or district corporation, the responsibility of such corporation 
to follow the recommended corporate .procedure, implemented by 
adoption of such resolutions or other instruments as are appropri- 
ate to applicable state law and approved by a majority of the in- 
corporators named in paragraph 7, shall be the consequence of due 
approval of the Agreement as provided in paragraph 24 by the 
party thereto to which such corporation adheres. 
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11.1 The synod to be known as the New England Synod of 
the Lutheran Church in America and having the territory of 
Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, Massachusetts, Connecticut and 
Rhode Island, shall be the corporation resulting from the merger 
or consolidation under the laws of Massachusetts of the Lutheran 
Board of Mission, Inc., a Massachusetts corporation, The Eastern 
Conference of the Suomi (Finnish) Synod, Incorporated, a Mas- 
sachusetts corporation, and District No. 1 of the American Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Church, Incorporated, a Connecticut Corporation. 


11.2 The synod to be known as the New York Synod of the 
Lutheran Church in America and having the territory of the 
State of New York, shall be the corporation existing after ap- 
propriate amendment of the instrument of incorporation of The 
United Lutheran Synod of ‘N ew York and New England, a New 
York corporation. 

11.3 The synod to be liens as the New Jersey Synod of the 
Lutheran Church in America and having the territory of the State 
of New Jersey, shall be the corporation resulting from the merger 
or consolidation under the laws of New Jersey of The Evangelical 
Lutheran Synod of New Jersey, a New Jersey corporation and the 
New York Conference of the Augustana Evangelical Lutheran 
Church, a New Jersey corporation. 

11.4 The synod to be known as the Eastern Pennsylvania 
Synod of the Lutheran Church in America and having as its 
territory 

That part of Pennsylvania which is bounded on the West 

by the Western boundary lines of Bradford, Sullivan, 

Luzerne, Schuylkill, Berks and Chester counties 
shall be the corporation existing after appropriate amendment of 
the instrument of incorporation of The Evangelical Lutheran 
Ministerium of Pennsylvania and the Adjacent States, a Pen- 
nsylvania corporation. | 

11.5 The synod to be known as the Central Pennsylvania 
Synod of the Lutheran Church in America and having as its 


territory.

Fund available for investment purposes to the Church, its synods, 
congregations, boards, agencies, auxiliaries and institutions not 
later than October 1, 1962. 


PROVISIONS RELATING TO ADOPTION,

24. This Agreement will be binding upon Augustana and 
ULCA after both have finally approved it, together with the laws 
of the Church appended as Exhibit A, in the same manner required 
in the case of each, first, under its own regulations for an amend- 
ment of its own constitution or for approval of merger or con- 
solidation in this instance, and, also, under applicable state law for 
corporate consolidation as intended herein. This Agreement will 
also be binding upon AELC and Suomi, respectively, after it, as 
well as Augustana and ULCA, finally approves as proves in the 
‘preceding sentence.

OF THE

Preamble 
PREAMBLE 
In the name of the Father and of the Son and of the Holy 
Ghost. Amen. | : 


Remembering the prayer of our Lord Jesus Christ that His 
disciples might be one as He and the Father are one, and believing 
that His Spirit is ever leading His people toward unity in the house- 
hold of God, we of the American Evangelical Lutheran Church, /the 
Augustana Evangelical Lutheran Church, The Finnish Evangelical 
Lutheran Church of America, and The United Lutheran Church in 
America, persuaded that the time has come when His unifying 
power should be manifested through a united profession of faith 
by these churches and through forms of fellowship which will make 
for a more effective stewardship of His gifts to us, adopt this con- 
stitution to govern our common life in Him and our united witness 
to Him, praying that He who is the Lord of the Church may there- 


by lead us toward a more inclusive union of all Lutherans on this | 


continent. 
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ARTICLE I 


NAME AND INCORPORATION 
Section 1. The name of this church shall be the Lutheran Church 
in America. | 
Section 2. The Lutheran Ghurch in America shall be incorporated. 
Section 3. For the p of this constitution and the accom- 


panying by-laws, the Lutheran Church in America is hereinafter 
designated as “this church.” ae 


ARTICLE II 


CONFESSION OF FAITH 


Section 1. This church confesses Jesus Christ as Lord of the 
Church. The Holy Spirit creates and sustains the Church through 
the Gospel and thereby unites believers with their Lord and with 
one another in the fellowship of faith. 

Section 2. This church holds that the Gospel is the revelation of 
God’s sovereign will and saving grace in Jesus Christ. In Him, the 
Word Incarnate, God imparts Himself to men. 

Section 3. This church acknowledges the Holy Scriptures as the 
norm for the faith and life of the Church. The Holy Scriptures are 
the divinely inspired record of God’s redemptive act in Christ, for 
which the Old Testament prepared the way and which the New 
Testament proclaims. In the continuation of this proclamation in 
the Church, God still speaks through the Holy Scriptures and 
realizes His redemptive purpose generation after generation. 
Section 4. This church accepts the Apostles’, the Nicene, and the 
Athanasian creeds as true declarations of the faith of the Church. 
Section 5. This church accepts the Unaltered Augsburg Confession 
and Luther’s Small Catechism as true witnesses to the Gospel, and 
acknowledges as one with it in faith and doctrine all churches that 
likewise accept the teachings of these symbols. 


Article II, Confession of Faith, Section 6 


Section 6. This church accepts the other symbolical books of the 
evangelical Lutheran church, the Apology of the Augsburg Con- 
fession, the Smalcald Articles, Luther’s Large Catechism, and the 
Formula of Concord as further valid interpretations of the con- 
fession of the Church. 

Section 7. This church affirms that the Gospel transmitted by the 
Holy Scriptures, to which the creeds and confessions bear witness, 
is the true treasure of the Church, the substance of its proclamation, 
and the basis of its unity and-continuity. The Holy Spirit uses the 
proclamation of the Gospel and the administration of the Sacra- 
ments to create and sustain Christian faith and fellowship. As this 
occurs, the Church fulfills its divine mission and purpose. 
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ARTICLE III 
MEMBERSHIP 


Section 1. This church shall consist at its organization of the con- 
gregations and ministers of the American Evangelical Lutheran 
Church, of the Augustana Evangelical Lutheran Church, of The 
Finnish Evangelical Lutheran Church of America, and of the con- 
stituent synods of The United Lutheran Church in America. ee 
Section 2. Additional individual congregations and ministers may _ 
be received into membership as set forth in Articles VI and VII 
of this constitution. 

Section 3. Congregations and ministers when organized into a 
synod may through such synod unite with this church upon applica- 
tion for membership, subscription to this constitution including its 
Confession of Faith, and acceptance by a two-thirds vote of the 
delegates present and voting at a convention of this church. 


ARTICLE IV 
THE NATURE OF THE CHURCH | 


Section 1. All power in the Church belongs to our Lord Jesus 

Christ, its head. All actions of this church are to be carried out 

under His rule and authority. | 
Section 2. The Church exists both as an inclusive fellowship and _ 

as local congregations gathered for worship and Christian service. 

Congregations find their fulfillment in the universal community 

of the Church, and the universal Church exists in and through 

congregations. This church, therefore, derives its character and : 
powers both from the sanction and representation of its congrega- 

tions and from its inherent nature as an expression of the broader 

fellowship of the faithful. In length, it acknowledges itself to be in 

the historic continuity of the communion of saints; in breadth, it 

expresses the fellowship of believers and congregations in this our 

day. 


ARTICLE V 
OBJECTS AND POWERS 


Section 1. This church lives to be the instrument of the Holy Spirit 
in obedience to the commission of its Lord, and specifically 


Article V, Objects and Powers, Section 1 


a. To proclaim the Gospel through Word and Sacraments, to 
relate that Gospel to man’s need in every situation, and to : 
extend the ministry of the Gospel to all the world. | : 

b. To gather into fellowship those who respond in faith to the 
call of the Gospel and to nurture them in the faith through 
that fellowship. 
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To affirm its unity in the true faith and to give outward 
expression to that unity. 

To safeguard the pure preaching of the Word of God and 
the right administration of the Sacrament by all its 
ministers and in all its congregations in conformity with its 
Confession of Faith. 

To strive for the unification of all Lutherans within its 
boundaries in one church and to take constructive measures 
leading thereto. 

To participate in ecumenical Christian activities, contribut- 
ing its witness and work and cooperating with other 
churches which confess God the Father, Son and Holy 
Ghost. 


Section 2. To achieve these ends, this church shall

Section 3. This church carries forward the life and activities of the 
American Evangelical Lutheran Church, the Augustana Evangelical 
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Lutheran Church, The Finnish Evangelical Lutheran Church of 
America, and The United Lutheran Church in America. In so do- 
ing, this church accepts at its organization and assumes as its own 
each and all of the commitments of the four predecessor churches: 
their membership, including congregations and ministers, relation- 
ships with institutions, assets and liabilities. 


ARTICLE VI 
CONGREGATIONS 


Section 1. Congregations of this church retain authority in all mat- 
ters that have not been committed to the Lutheran Church in Am- 
erica or its synods in this constitution or by subsequent enactments. 
Section 2. After the organization of this church, admission of a 
congregation into its membership shall be by action of the synod on 
whose territory it is located or of a non-geographic synod whose 
character and antecedents it shares. Each congregation shall, in 
its application for admission into this church, covenant to abide 
loyally by the enactments of this church and those of the synod of 
which it becomes a member. 

Section 3. The lay delegates who represent congregations in con- 
ventions of the synods to which they belong shall be chosen by the 
congregations themselves. Each synod shall act for its member 
congregations and ministers in electing delegates to represent them 
in conventions of this church. : 
Section 4 Congregations shall have the right to petition this church 
in the following manner. Such petitions shall be addressed to the 
synod to which the congregation belongs for response by the synod, 
or, at the discretion of the synod, for forwarding to the convention 
of this church. Suggestions and recommendations affecting specific 
concerns within the assigned responsibility of agencies of this 
church may be sent by congregations to the Executive Council for 
transmission, as it deems wise, to such agencies. 

Section 5. All proposed changes in the constitution of a congregation 
shall be reported to the synod for its scrutiny and counsel. Any 
amendment that would affect the articles on faith or adherence to 
this church, shall become effective only upon approval by the 
synod. 

Section 6. In cases of strife and division, should any part of a con- 
gregation belonging to this church reject the faith as set forth in 
Article II, or refuse to abide by other provisions of this constitution 
or by its obligation as a member of this church, that part of the 
congregation, whether a majority or minority of its membership, 
which continues in unity with this church and its faith shall be 
recognized as the lawful congregation and shall continue in posses-_ 
sion of all the property of the congregation. 

Section 7. A synod may declare a member ceemuiconsiiae defunct if 


_ such congregation has disbanded or ceased to function. In such 


case, or if a congregation departs from membership in this church 
without the consent of a convention of the synod, all property of the 
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congregation, real, personal and mixed, shall vest in the synod, its 
successors or assigns. 

Section 8. A congregation which desires to obver its relation with 
this church in order to unite with another Lutheran church body 
shall make written application to its synod for a proper transfer. 
The synod may grant such request by resolution. 

Section 9. A synod, acting for this church, may exclude a congrega- 
tion from the membership of this church for proper cause by the 
disciplinary process in the by-laws. 


ARTICLE VII 


Section 1. This church shall define the standards of acceptance into 
and continuance in its ministry. These standards shall be applied 
and administered by the synods. 

Section 2. Ordination and reception of ministers shall be a function 
of the synods, acting in behalf of this church. Synods shall also have 
prior responsibility for recruiting, approval and supervision of all 
ministerial candidates. Each applicant for ordination or for recep- 
tion from another Lutheran church body shall appear before the 
examining committee of the synod, unless this requirement is 
waived as provided in the by-laws, and can be ordained or other- 
wise admitted to membership only upon recommendation by such 
committee. The majority of the members of the examining com- 
mittee shall be appointed or elected by the synod; other members 
shall be designated by the Executive Council to represent the in-. 
terest and concern of this church as a whole in the ordination and 
reception of its ministers. 

Section 3. Each minister shall conform his preaching and teaching 
to the Confession of Faith of this church and shall lead a life befitt- 
ing his holy office. 

Section 4. After the organization of the en Church in Am- 
erica no person, who belongs to any organization which claims to 
possess in its teachings and ceremonies that which the Lord has 
given solely to His Church, shall be ordained or otherwise received 
into the ministry of this church, nor shall any person so ordained 
or received by this church be retained in its ministry if he sybse- 
quently joins such an organization. Violation of this rule shall 
make such minister subject to discipline. | 

Section 5. Each minister of this church, except those who are re- 
tired by reason of age or disability, shall be in possession of a call 
from a congregation, this church itself, a synod, or a board of this 
church. As an exception to this rule, a minister awaiting a call to 
a new field of labor may be retained on the clergy roll from year to 
year for no more than three years by action of fhe synod to which 
he belongs. 

Section 6. Each minister who is a member of this church shall be 
a member of one of its synods and also, unless this requirement is 
waived in an exceptional case in accordance with the by-laws, of 
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one of its congregations. He shall be entitled to exercise the ful 
rights of membership, including the right to vote, at conventions of 
the synod. 
Section 7. Responsibility for discipline of ministers and the im- | 
position of penalties up to and including deposition from the 
ministerial office is vested in the synods, acting in behalf of this 
church. The majority of the members of the committee on dis- 
cipline shall be selected by the synod involved; other members 
shall be designated by the Executive Council or, as necessary 
between meetings of the Executive Council, by the president of 
this church, to represent the interest and concern of this church 
as a whole in the proceedings. An appeal, when permissible, from 
the findings and recommendation of the committee on discipline, 
shall be heard and adjudicated by an appeal committee constituted 
as specified in the by-laws. 


ARTICLE VIII 
SYNODS 


Section 1. This church shall be divided into synods, whose number 
and boundaries are to be determined by this church in its by-laws. 
Synods having distinctive linguistic or national characteristics at 
the time of the organization of the Lutheran Church in America 

(viz. the American Evangelical Lutheran Church, The Finnish 

Evangelical Lutheran Church of America, the Icelandic Synod, 

and the Slovak Zion Synod) may at their option enter this church~. 

on a non-geographic basis. A like provision may be made at the © 
discretion of a convention of this church for other synods that 
apply to be received into this church in the future. : 

Section 2. Each synod shall be incorporated. 

Section 3. Each synod shall have a constitution, ratified by this 

church in convention or by the Executive Council. Amendments . 

thereto shall be subject to like ratification. 

Section 4. Each congregation, with the exception of those in non- 

geographic synods, shall belong to the synod on whose territory it 

is located. 

Section 5. The membership of ministers in synods shall be as 

follows: 

a. A minister under call from a congregation, in the same 
synod as the-parish which he serves. 

b. A minister under call from a synod, in that synod. 

c. A minister under call from this church or one of its boards, 
in the synod to which he belonged at the time of the issu- 
ance of such call unless otherwise assigned by the a 
of this church. | 

d. A minister on a synod’s clergy roll who is awaiting a call as 

_ provided in Article VII, in that synod. 

e. A retired or disabled minister, in*the synod in which he 
last had a call or in the synod within whose territory he 
resides. 
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- Section 6. The voting body at the conventions of each synod shall 
consist of a lay delegate from each congregation and the ministers 
on its clergy roll. Provision for additional voting delegates from 
- its congregation may be made in the constitution of the synod. 

_ Section 7. The principal function of synods shall be shepherding of 
their constituent congregations and ministers, including oversight 
to conserve unity in the true faith and to guard against any de- 
parture therefrom, encouragement to the fuller employment of 
all resources of spirit and means for the furtherance of the King- 
dom of God, guidance in filling vacancies in pastorates, and inter- 
vention and mediation at times of strife and division. The synods 
shall have primary responsibility for the recruiting, preparation 
and ordination of ministers, for the reception of congregations, and 
for the discipline of both congregations and = stated in 
Articles VI and VII. 

Section 8. Additional duties and powers of the synods shall in- 
clude: 

a. Organization, and approval or disapproval of relocation, of 
congregations. 

‘ Responsibility for ownership and ‘tiltnterdiion of the 
theological seminaries of this church, election of their 
governing boards, and provision of basic financial support 
for them, with each synod related for this purpose to a 
single seminary. 

c. Provision of Christian higher education for the youth of 
this church and others through church-related colleges. ~~ 

d. Stimulation of congregational evangelism and works of 
mercy. 

e. Maintenance and support of social mission institutions and 
agencies. 

f. Creation and dovelinenend of means for detective collabora- 
tion with the boards and commissions of this church in their 
several areas of responsibility. 

g. Fostering of relationships-~of mutual benefit with the 

3 synodical units of the official auxiliaries of this church. 
_h. Participation, including membership, in state councils of 
churches and similar cooperative state-wide Christian 
* movements which have been approved by a convention of 
this church or the Executive Council as adhering to sound 
principles. 

i. Propagation in general of the Christian faith and the ad- 
vancement of the interests of this church — their 
bounds. 

j. Adjudication of appeals from 

_ provided in the constitution of the synod. 

k. Election of delegates to represent their congregations and 
ministers in conventions of this church. 

Section 9. Every synod shall have the right to memorialize the 
convention of this church on any subject affecting the welfare of 
this church. 
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Section 10. Subject to other provisions of this constitution, each 
synod shall have jurisdiction in its own affairs. When this church 
deals with internal matters within a synod, its cooperation and 
consent must be secured. : 
Section 11. Any.synod desiring to publish books of devotion and 
instruction, such as liturgies, hymnals and catechisms, other than | 
those provided or authorized by the Lutheran Church in America, | 
shall first receive permission from a convention of this church or 
the Executive Council. 

Section 12. Presidents of synods, when requested by the Executive 
- Council, shall appear before it to represent their synods. They may 
also make suggestions to the Executive Council or seek its advice, 
with respect to conditions and work in their synods. 

Section 13. There shall be a Conference of Synodical Presidents 
which shall meet at least once a year with the officers of this 
church for the discussion of the problems, program and plans 
affecting the synods and the Lutheran Church in America. The 
functions of the conference shall be consultative and advisory. Its 
meetings shall be upon call of the president of this church at times 
determined by him or when he receives written request from the 
presidents of seven or more synods. The president shall preside 
at all meetings of the conference, and the secretary shall record the 
minutes of its meetings and transmit its recommendations to the 
Executive Council. 


ARTICLE IX 
SPECIAL INTEREST CONFERENCES 


This church shall authorize, as provided in the by-laws, the 
organization of special interest conferences of ministers and lay 
persons having a common linguistic, national or cultural heritage. 
Such conferences may hold periodic meetings for fellowship and 
discussion of common concerns but shall have no powers of legisla- 
tion or oversight. Reports of meetings, together with any recom- 
mendations arising out of the special spheres of interest, shall be 
made to the Executive Council. 


ARTICLE X 
CONVENTIONS 


Section 1. The convention of this church shall be its highest legis- 
lative authority. All congregations, ministers, synods, officers, the 
Executive Council, boards, other agencies (except common agen- 
cies) and auxiliaries shall be bound by all actions pertaining to 
them taken by a convention in conformity with this constitution. 
Section 2. A convention of this church shall be held biennially at 
such time and place as determined by the. Executive Council. 
Section 3. Special conventions shall be called for specified purposes 
by the president at the request in writing of two-thirds of the 
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members of the Executive Council or of the presidents of a 
majority of the synods. 

Section 4. The secretary shall publish the time an place of each 
regular convention at least two months in advance. He shall give 
written notice of a special convention to the president of each 
synod immediately upon the issuance of the call, and shall publish 
the same at least thirty days prior to the opening date of the con- 
vention. 

Section 5. The congregations and ministers of each synod of this 
church shall be entitled to representation through the synod at 
conventions of the church by an equal number of ministerial and 
lay delegates to a total number determined by the Executive 
Council computed on the basis of the number of congregations 
on the synodical roll; provided, however, that each synod shall be 
entitled to at least one ministerial and one lay delegate. The total 
' voting membership of the convention shall consist of the delegates 
- elected by the synods and, in addition thereto, the constitutional 
officers of this church, who shall serve as delegates ex officio. 


Section 6. The delegates at a special convention shall be those who 
were seated in the preceding regular convention, provided they 
have not been disqualified by termination of membership in the 
synod or its congregations, or superseded by the election of new 
delegates.. Vacancies in delegations shall be filled according to 
the rules of the several synods. | 
Section 7. A majority of the delegates from a majority of the 
synods shall constitute a quorum. . 


ARTICLE XI 
OFFICERS 


_ Section 1. The officers of this church shall be a president, a sec- 
retary and a treasurer. The president and the secretary shall be 
ministers of the Lutheran Church in America and shall serve full- 
time in their offices. The treasurer, who shall be either a minister 
of this church or a lay member of one of its congregations, may 
be a full-time officer. 
Section 2. Each officer shall be elected by ballot at a regular 
convention for a term of four years. No person who has attained 
the age of sixty-seven years shall be eligible for election. The 
schedule of elections shall be so arranged that the terms of office 
of the president and the secretary will expire in alternate biennia. 
Section 3.. The officers shall serve in the same capacities in the 
Executive Council. 
Section 4. The president of this church shall be its leader and 
counselor in matters spiritual and temporal. He shall be its exe- 
cutive officer and shall preside at the conventions. He shall see 
that the constitution is observed and that the enactments of this 
church are carried out. He shall appoint committees not other- 
wise provided for; he shall be ex officio the primary representative 
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of the Lutheran Church in America in all inter-church associa- 
tions and councils, except in Canada, in which it holds member- 
ship; he shall discharge such other duties as are delegated to him 
by the convention or the Executive Council; and he shall have 
the oversight of the office of secretary and the office of treasurer. 
Section 5. The secretary, as the recording officer of this church, 
shall keep the minutes of the conventions and shall prepare the 
same for publication. He shall have charge of records, registers, 
statistics and archives. He shall attest all documents of this church 
that require such attestation, and shall be custodian of the seal. 


Section 6. The treasurer shall be the chief fiscal officer of this 
church. He shall receive and disburse all moneys and keep an 
accurate account of all his transactions. He shall be required to 
give corporate surety in the amount determined by the Executive 
Council, the premium therefor to be paid by this church. He shall 
advise the boards, commissions and auxiliaries on financial pol- 
icies, and shall make full report of the financial affairs of this 
church to conventions and to the Executive Council. 


Section 7. In the event of the death, resignation or incapacity of 


an officer, the Executive Council shall fill the vacancy until the - 


next convention, which shall elect a successor to fill the unex- 
pired term. 


ARTICLE XII 
EXECUTIVE COUNCIL 


Section 1. The Executive Council shall consist of the three officers 
of this church, together with fifteen ministerial members and fif- 
teen lay members who shall be elected at large by the convention 
for a term of four years. Elected members shall be eligible to 
serve no more than two terms consecutively, nor shall more than 
two persons from any synod serve simultaneously as elected mem- 
bers of the Executive Council. 


Section 2. During the interim between conventions and under 
the limitations imposed by this constitution and the by-laws, the 
Executive Council shall carry forward the work and policies 
of this church and shall act for this church, subject in all matters . 
to review of its actions by the subsequent convention. 

Section 3. The duties and cunetiens of the Executive Council shall 
be to: 

a. Be the board of dsnedtent of the corporation and exercise 
trusteeship responsibilities for this church. 

b. Do long-range planning of the work of this church, with 
emphasis on spiritual life and growth, for approval by the 
convention. 

c. Issue letters of call to the ministerial officers of this church, 
to full-time ministerial staff officials serving under the 
jurisdiction of the Executive Council, and for special service. 

d. Set the salaries of the officers, of its own staff, and of staff 
officials of commissions. |

n. Report its actions to the convention. 


Section 4. Coordination of the activities of boards, commissions 
and auxiliaries directly related to congregational life shall be) 
effected under the supervision of the Executive Council by the 
president, or his representative, working with and through the 
synods with the advice and guidance of the Conference of Sy- 
nodical Presidents. 


ARTICLE XIII 
BOARDS 


Section 1. Major administrative units of this church which are 
charged with substantial segments of functional activity may be 
called boards. This church in convention shall determine the re- 
sponsibilities of the boards. The boards may be incorporated, 
subject to approval of their charters or articles of incorporation 
by the convention or the Executive Council. 


Section 2. Each board shall consist of Setenitysbne pinniien elected 
for a term of six years by the convention except that in each 
biennium, two members of the Board of Pensions shall be elected 
by the Executive Council. No member of a board shall be eligible 
- to serve more than two terms consecutively. Vacancies occurring 
in any board ad interim shall be filled by the Executive Council 
until the next regular convention of this church on nomination 
of the board in which the vacancy exists. No member of a board 
shall receive any emolument therefrom or shall simultaneously 
be a member of the Executive Council, of the Court of Adjudica- 
tion or of another board. The president or his representative shall 
have a seat and voice in all boards. 
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Section 3. Each board, unless otherwise provided, shall have power 
to elect its officers and staff and to carry on its work in accordance 
with the design of its creation. It shall issue letters of call to the 
ministers in its full-time service. 


Section 4. Each board shall be amenable in all things to this 
church. It shall submit reports of its actions and plans to the 2 
regular conventions to account for its stewardship and to facilitate _ - 
policy decisions by this church. Copies of the minutes of all ae y 
meetings of boards shall be furnished to the members of the Ex- 
ecutive Council to enable it to carry out its functions of promotion, 
coordination and review in the interim between conventions.  - 
Section 5. Boards of this church shall be constitued as follows: ~

ARTICLE XIV 
COMMISSIONS 
Section 1. Administrative units of this church which are primarily 
of a study or service character may be called commissions. Com- 
missions shall be constituted by action of a convention; they shall 
operate under the authority of the Executive Council and shall 
be directly and fully responsible to it. 
Section 2. The Executive Council shall appoint the menibuie of 
the commissions, having in mind the inclusion of ministers and lay 
persons in proper proportion, the special competence of individuals 
in the field of each commission’s interest, and geographical dis- — 
tribution. The term of office of members of commissions shall be 
four years, and no one shall be eligible to serve more than two 
terms consecutively. 
Section 3. All staff positions of commissions shall be created by 
the Executive Council, which shall appoint incumbents upon 
nomination by the commission concerned. | is 
_ Section 4. Each commission shall report its actions and plans to | 
the regular conventions through the Executive Council. 
Section 5. Commissions of this church shall be constituted as 
follows: 
Commission on Church Architecture 
Commission on Church Papers 
Commission on Evangelism — 
Commission on Press, Radio and Television 
Commission on Stewardship ‘ 
Commission on Worship 
Commission on Youth Activities 
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ARTICLE XV . 


CoMMON AGENCIES 


Section 1. This church may, by vote of the convention, assign spe- 
cific functional activities to common agencies in which this church 
participates in cooperation with other Lutheran church bodies. 
Such activities while under the supervision and control of such 
common agencies acting in accordance with their constitutions, 
shall have the same status in this church as is accorded to work 
carried on under its direct authority by its other agencies. Such 
assignments shall continue until terminated by vote of a conven- 
tion. | 

Section 2. Common agencies shall report to the regular conven- 
tions of this church on their assigned tasks. — 


ARTICLE XVI 


PERIODICAL 


Section 1. The Lutheran Church in America shall publish a period- 
ical, “The Lutheran.” 

Section 2. The editor of “The Lutheran” shall be elected for a 
two-year term by the convention by ballot on a nomination sub- 
mitted by the Commission on Church Papers through the Execu- 
tive Council. In the event that a nominee is not elected, another 
nomination shall be presented through the same channels. 
Section 3. No person who has attained the age of sixty-eight years 
shall be eligible for election as editor of “The Lutheran.” 

Section 4. Other members of the editorial staff shall be subject to 
the rules governing length of terms, age retirement, and recall or 
dismissal of staff officals. 


ARTICLE XVII 


AUXILIARIES 


Section 1. General organizations of men, women and youth of this 
church formed to further and support its work and for Christian 
edification and fellowship, may be recognized as official auxiliaries 
of the Lutheran Church in America by vote of the convention. 
Auxiliaries possess autonomy except as stipulated in this constitu- 
tion, the by-laws, or actions of the convention applying thereto. 
Section 2. The president of this church or his representative shall 
have a seat and voice in the conventions of the auxiliaries and in 
their executive bodies. | | 

Section 3. Each auxiliary may appoint an advisory member to each 
board and commission. 

Section 4. Each auxiliary shall make _— af its work to the reg- 
| ular conventions of this church. 
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ARTICLE XVIII 


STAFF 


Section 1. The first convention of this church shall determine the 
number of initial staff positions of each board and commission; 
creation of additional staff positions thereafter shall require ap- 
proval by the convention or the Executive Council. 

Section 2. The boards, commissions and auxiliaries shall consult 
with the president of this church in selecting incumbents of staff 
positions. 

Section 3. Staff officials shall be elected for a term of six years 
and may be elected for additional terms, except that the tenure 
of any staff official shall cease on December 31 of the year in 
which he or she reaches the age of sixty-eight years. 
Section 4. Staff officials shall be subject to recall or dismissal on 
proper notice by action of the electing body taken at a meeting 
presided over by the president of this church or his representative. 
Section 5. No staff official shall be eligible to membership in the 
Executive Council, the Court of Adjudication, a board or a com- 
mission during the period of his employment. 


ARTICLE XIX 
CourT oF ADJUDICATION 


Section 1. There shall be a Court of Adjudication to which shall be 
referred for decision questions of principle or practice which may 
arise under this constitution or otherwise within this church, in- 
cluding questions involving disputed jurisdiction of the interpre- 
tation of powers claimed or conferred by this church. Referral of 
such questions shall be by resolution of the convention or the Exe- 
cutive Council, or by a synod or its executive body. The decisions 
of the court in such matters shall be binding until reversed by vote 
of the convention on appeal properly taken. The right of such 
appeal shall always be recognized. 

Section 2. Questions of doctrine or conscience may also be referred 
to the Court of Adjudication for its counsel at the discretion of 
the convention, which shall be free to use any alternate method 
to ascertain the right application of the truth of the Gospel to 
the quesiton at issue. Such opinions of the court shall be sub- 
mitted to the convention for its scrutiny and decisior:. 

Section 3. The Court of Adjudication shall consist of nine mem- 
bers, six ministers and three laymen, who shall be elected by the 
convention for a term of six years. No member shall serve more 
than two terms consecutively. The consent of at least six mem- 
bers shall always be necessary for a decision. 

Section 4. The Court of Adjudication shall elect its own officers. 
Due notice of the time and place of meetings shall be given by 
its secretary to al persons interested, and men be published in 
“The Lutheran.” 

Section 5. The Court of Adjudication shall report all its actions, 
decisions, and opinions to the next regular convention. 
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ARTICLE XX 


CANADA Section 


Section The synods of this church in Canada shall 
jointly constitute the Lutheran Church in America-Canada Section 

through which they can speak with a united voice and act to- 

gether in relationships and areas of chufch work in which there 

is a comon Canadian concern. 

Section 2. The Lutheran Church in Se! Sy eee Section shall 

have full power, in the name and stead of this church: 


a. To be incorporated under the laws of Canada. 


b. To make approaches to, and have dealings with, the gov- 
ernment of Canada and other Canadian authorities. 

c. To form associations with Lutheran church bodies and 
other churches in Canada, and to elect commissioners or 
representatives to such associations. 

d. To negotiate and consummate union with other Lutheran 
church bodies in Canada. | 

e. To form at any time a separate and autonomous Lutheran 
Church in Canada. 

Section 3. The Lutheran Church in America—Canada Section shall 
have as further powers: | 

a. To set the ratio of representation for its conventions. 


b. To elect officers and establish aqpncies through which to 
carry on its activities. 

ec. To elect or appoint a Standing hornmittee on Canadian 

Missions to survey and investigate home mission opportun- 

ities and needs in Canada, to initiate proposals arising 

therefrom, and to coordinate the resultant requests of the 

Canadian synods to the Board of American Missions, which 

shall be in turn provide mutually agreed staff support to 

the standing committee and shall grant to its representa- 

tives seat and voice in all board meetings. 

To publish a Canadian church paper. 

To engage in social action programs and projects. 

To conduct public relations activities in Canada. 

To advise and make recommendations on distinctive Cana- 

dian interests in any other fields of the work of this church, 

forwarding such advice and proposals to this church in 

convention or to the Executive Council ad interim. 


ARTICLE XXI 
ASSOCIATED CHURCHES 


Section 1. Any Lutheran church which has been fostered by the 
Board of World Missions of this church, and which concurs in 
Article II (Confession of Faith) and Article XXI (Associated 
Churches) of this constitution, shall be recognized as in filial as- 
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sociation with this church upon certification to the secretary of 
such concurrence and of its desire to assume such relationship. 

Section 2. Each such associated church may send two representa- 
tives to regular conventions, with the privilege of seat and voice 


therein. - 
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ARTICLE XXII 
By-Laws AND AMENDMENTS 


Section 1. This church may adopt by-laws not in conflict with this 
constitution. Such by-laws may be suspended or amended at any 
convention by a two-thirds vote of the delegates present and 
voting. 

Section 2. Amendments to this constitution must be presented in 
writing to the convention over the signature of no fewer than 
twenty delegates representing no fewer than five synods. Follow- 
ing such presentation, they shall be immediately referred for study 
and recommendation to the Executive Council, which shall make | 
report thereon to the same convention if possible but which shall 
not be required to do so until forty-eight hours have elapsed fol- 
lowing the presentation. Adoption of an amendment shall require 
passage at two successive conventions by a two-thirds vote of 
| the delegates present and voting, and the full text thereof shall 
be mailed to each delegate within thirty days after adjournment 
of the convention first acting favorably thereon. | 


BY-LAWS 
OF THE 
LUTHERAN CHURCH IN AMERICA 


SECTION I 
CONGREGATIONS 


Item 1. A congregation seeene membership in this church after 
its organization shall 
a. Submit to the president of the appropriate synod a formal 
application, certified by the secretary of the congregation 
on order of a congregational meeting. 
b. Deliver therewith a copy of the constitution of the congre- 
gation and of its charter, if any, which the synod, prior to 
receiving said congregation into membership, shall ascer- 2 
tain to be in harmony with the faith and polity of this ) 
church. 
c. Send a representative to the convention of the synod who, 
if the application is approved by a two-thirds vote, shall 
be seated as its lay delegate. 


Item 2. Each congregation of this church shall 
a. Faithfully proclaim the Word and administer the Sacra- 
ments. 
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b. Endeavor to hold at least one service of worship on every 


Lord’s Day. 
c. Inculcate piety in the individual and family life of its mem- 


bers. 

d. Give Christian simurtcche to the young and educate persons 

' of all ages in the faith confessed by this church and in 
godly living. | 

e. Encourage and stimulate its members in evangelism, works 
of mercy, and practice of Christian stewardship. 

f. Provide honorably for the material come of its pastor or 
pastors. 

g. Strive to contribute systematically at thast its proportionate 
share of the funds needed for the life and work of this 
church and of the synod, as indicated in their budgets. 

h. Allow only ministers of this church to serve it in a pastoral 

_ capacity, except as this principle is waived in a specific 

instance with the approval of the president of the synod. 

i. Comply with the constitution, by-laws and enactments of 

this church and of the synod, taking no actions in conflict 
therewith. 


Item 3. At a time of pastoral vacancy, a icmwestor shall be ap- 
appointed by the president of the synod with the consent of the 
congregation. 


Item 4. A congregation considering dissolution of its organization 

and relinqguishment of its charter, shall confer with the president 
of the synod before any steps are taken leading to such action. 
Item 5. If, after counsel and written admonition by the president 
of its synod followed by a pastoral visitation by a representative 
commission composed of ministers and laymen appointed by the 
synod’s executive body, a congregation persists in any of the fol- 
lowing offenses: 


 a.-turning aside from the faith conféssed by the Lutheran 
Church in America as set forth in 6 Sumas II of its constitu- 
tion; : 
b. refusing or neglecting to exercise proper discipline over its 
members, or 
c. willfully violating or pe the constitution or of- 
ficial actions of this church or the synod, 


such congregation shall be suspended or excluded from member- 
ship in this church by action of the synod. Prior to such action, 
the synodical president and executive body shall present to the 
synod a record of the actions taken in conformity with the pro- 
cedure above described, and opportunity shall be given to the 
accused congregation to be heard either in person through a chosen 
representative or through a written communication. A two-thirds 
vote of those present and eligible to vote at a convention of the 
synod shall be required to find a congregation guilty and to order 
its suspension or exclusion. | 
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SECTION II 
MINISTERS 


Item 1. A minister of this church shall be a man whose soundness 

in the faith, aptness to teach, and educational qualifications have 
been examined and approved in the manner prescribed in the - 

constitution, and who has been properly ordained; who accepts and 
adheres to the Confession of Faith of this church; who is diligent 

and faithful in the exercise of his ministry; and whose life and 
conduct are above rep +h. He shall comply with the constitution, | 
by-laws and enactments of this church and of the synod of which 
he is a member, and shall participate actively in their undertakings 
for Christ’s Kingdom. 
Item 2. In keeping with the historic discipline and practice of the 
Lutheran church and to be true to a sacred trust inherent in the 
nature of the pastoral office, no minister of the Lutheran Church 
in America shall divulge any confidential disclosure given to him 
in the course of his care of souls or otherwise in his professional 
capacity, except with the express permission of the person who has 
confided in him or in order to prevent crime. _ 

Item 3. Each candidate for ordination or other ministerial appli- | 

| cant for membership in this church shall appear in person before &. 
the examining committee of a synod. This rule shall be waived | 
only with the consent of the president of this church, the presi-’ 
dent of the synod, and the examining committee of the synod in- 
volved. Such exceptions shall be considered and granted only in 
cases of unusual distance, difficulty or hardship. 
Item 4. Three-fifths of the membership of a synodical examining 
committee shall be appointed or elected by the synod; two-fifths 
shall be designated by the Executive Council. Each recommenda- 
tion of a candidate for ordination or of a minister for reception 
into this church shall require a two-thirds vote of the examining 
committee. 


‘Item 5. No candidate for ordination or ministerial applicant for 
reception into this church who has failed to be approved by one 
synod or its examining committee may apply to another synod. 
Re-application, if any, shall be to the same synod to which the 
original application was made. | 
Item 6. If a minister resides at too great a distance from any con- 
gregation of this church for him to be able to sustain a living 
relationship thereto, the president may grant permission to him 
to hold membership in a congregation of another Lutheran church 
body. 
Item 7. Every minister shall be entitled, upon request, to a certifi- 
cate showing his standing in this church. Such certificate shall 
| be issued‘ by the president of the synod of which he is a member. 
. Item 8. A minister of this church who enters a field of labor in 
another Lutheran church body shall upon application to the presi- 
dent of the synod be entitled to, and the secretary of the synod 
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shall furnish him with, a certificate of transfer. The applicant 
shall continue to be amenable to this church and to the synod of 
which he has been a member, until he has been formally received 
into the membership of the other church body. 


Item 9. A minister of this church who enters the ministry, or 
joins a congregation, of a church of a different confession shall 
cease to be a member of this church. His name shall be removed 
from the ministerial roll by the president of the synod, who shall 
report his action to the next convention of the synod. 


Item 10. A minister may demit the ministry voluntarily by giving 
written notice of that fact to the president of the synod. 


Item 11. A minister who leaves the work of the ministry and en- 
gages in secular pursuits except as provided for in Item 12 of this 
section, or who enters such pursuits without the consent of the 
president of the synod while serving under a call, shall cease to 
be a minister of this church during the period of such business or — 


employment. The synod, by proper action, shall remove his name 


from the ministerial roll until such time as he resumes full-time 
work in the ministry with the consent of the president of the synod, 


who shall then restore him to said roll and report his action to 
the next convention of the synod. 


Item 12. Continuance on the ministerial roll of a minister await- 
ing a call shall be reviewed by the synod at each regular con- 
vention up to the permitted limit of three years. Extension for 
one year at a time shall require a majority vote. 


Item 13. To assure full equity and protection of the rights both of 


the individual concerned and of this church, the procedure in 
cases of discipline of ministers shall be as follows: 


a. Ministers shall be subject to cea ipa for the agora 
offenses: 


(1) Preaching or teaching doctrines in conflict with the 
Confession of Faith as set forth in the foregoing con- 
stitution. 

(2) Conduct incompatible with moral purity or with the 
character of the ministerial office. 


(3) Willful disregard and violation of the constitution and 
constitutional resolutions of this church and of the 
synod of which the minister is a member. 


The above recital of offenses subjecting a minister to dis- 
cipline shall not prevent a synod from providing in its con- 
stitution for the termination of a minister’s pastoral rela- 
tions with a particular parish for other and non-disciplinary 
causes. 


b. The penalties which may be imposed upon ministers are: 
(1) Private censure and admonition by the president of the 
synod. 
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(2) Public censure and admonition before the synod. 

(3) Suspension from the office and functions of the min- 
istry for a designated period, or until there is satisfac- 
tory evidence of repentance and amendment. 

(4) Deposition from the ministerial office. 
. Charges against a minister must be specific, in writing, 
subscribed by the accusers and may be made in the first 
instance (1) to the church council of the minister’s con- 
gregation by at least ten members in good standing, (2) 
by the church council itself upon persistent reports of mis- 
conduct, (3) by at least five ministerial members of the 
synod, or (4) by the president of the synod upon persistent | 
reports of misconduct. 
. When charges have been made to or by a church counett. 
it shall, either in session or through representatives ap- 
pointed from among its membership, confer with the min- 
ister and shall, if the nature of the charges permit, seek to 
reconcile all parties and to obviate all causes of complaint. 
If in the judgment of a majority of the council, based upon 
the evidence of at least two credible witnesses, a presump- 
tive case for discipline appears, it shall so report to the 
president of the synod. 
. Accusing members of a congregation, after having laid 
their charges before the church council, shall take no fur- 
ther steps, unless the church council shall unduly delay 
action upon the complaint or decide against reference to the 
president of the synod, in which case the accusing mem- 
bers may themselves lay their accusations before said presi- 
dent of the synod. 


. When an accusation has been lodged with or initiated by 


the president of the synod, he shall at once attempt to 
communicate with the accused concerning the charges and 
shall notify him of their nature. If the president of the 
synod deems further proceedings necessary, he shall ap- 
point an investigating committee of five members. 

. The chairman of the investigating committee shall fix the 
time and place for a preliminary hearing of the charges 
and shall give the accused ten days notice in writing of 
said time and place with the further information that the 
accused may be present with counsel, either a minister of 
this church or a layman belonging to a congregation of 
this church. Should the accused fail to appear either per- 
sonally or by counsel, the president of the synod shall ap- 
point a minister to protect the interests of the accused and — 
the hearing may proceed in the absence of the accused. The 
accused or counsel may question any witness against him 
and the accused shall be allowed to testify on his own 
behalf. The committee is privileged but not required to 
hear other witnesses in mitigation of the charges or in con- 
tradiction of the accusing witnesses. 
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h. The investigating committee shall report its findings to the 

president of the synod, either absolving the accused or 
declaring that there is presumptive evidence of guilt, in ) 
which case the committee shall restate, if necessary, and . 
formulate the charges, which may include charges addi- 
tional to or differing from those in the original complaint. 
A copy of these charges thus formulated shall be mailed 
to the accused by the president of the synod. The investi- 
gating committee shall designate two of its members to 
prosecute the case against the accused to final judgment 
of innocence or imposition of a penalty. 

i. Upon receipt of a report that presumptive evidence of 
guilt exists, the president of the synod shall proceed to 
call a committee on discipline to hear the charges. The 
committee on discipline shall consist of fifteen members, of 
whom he shall appoint ten members. The president of this 
church shall appoint five members, who need have no af- 
filiation with the synod of which the accused is a member. 

At least three-fifths of the members in each category shall 
be ministers and if the charge is one of heresy, all of the 
members shall be ministers. In the case of smaller synods, 
the number of members on a committee on discipline may 
’ be reduced to no less than six, two-thirds to be appointed “y ‘ 
by the president of the synod, one third by the president 
of this church. 

j. The members of the committee on discipline to be appointed ~ 
by the president of this church shall be selected by him 
from a panel of thirty, of whom at least eighteen shall be 
ministers, all to be elected by the Executive Council for a 
term of five years and ineligible for re-election until a 
year after the expiration of their previous term. Any mem- 
ber appointed to a committee on discipline shall be eligible 
to continue to serve on that committee until its functions 

- shall have been fully performed, despite any previous ex- 
_piration of his term on the panel. 

k. The committee on discipline through its chairman shall fix 
a time and place for hearing the charges, of which time and 
place the accused shall be given at least ten days notice in 
writing. The investigating committee, through its repre- 
sentatives, shall present its evidence and the accused shall 
have the right personally or through his counsel to ques- 

- tion witnesses and to testify and to call witnesses on his 
own behalf. The accused shall be entitled to a full hearing, 
but the committee may refuse to hear testimony that 
clearly has no bearing upon the charges or that is unduly 
cumulative. Note shall be made, however, of the offer 
to produce such evidence. At any stage in the proceedings, . 
if there are available substantially accurate transcripts of , 
testimony given at an earlier hearing of which the ac- 
cused had notice and at which the accused was entitled 
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to be present, such transcripts may be accepted at a later 
hearing in lieu of the personal presence of the witness, but 
this provision shall not prevent production of the witness 
if the hearing body shall deem his personal presence helpful. 
. The committee on discipline, with or without oral or writ- 
ten argument and with or without a transcript of the 
testimony, shall make a written report, which shall be 
filed with the president of the synod stating what have 
been found to be the facts in the case and containing either 
(1) a finding of innocence or (2) by a two-thirds vote a 
finding of guilt with a recommendation of appropriate 
penalty. The report may also contain a discussion of the 
reasons for arriving at the findings and recommendation. 
. The president of the synod shall forward a copy of the re- 
port to the accused and to the representatives of the in- 
vestigating committee with a notice of any appeal there- 
from must be lodged with him wtihin thirty days from the 
day of mailing of the notice or of personal delivery thereof. 
If neither party should file an appeal within the time speci- 
fied, the findings shall be accepted as binding facts con- 
cerning the charges made and the president of the synod 
shall report the findings: and recommendation to the 
next synodical convention. 


No member of this church or of one of its congregations 
shall divulge any information obtained through participa- 
tion in any phase of the disciplinary proceedings except (1) 
as required in the course thereof or in proceedings at law, 
or (2) with the consent of the president of the synod. Upon 
final disposition of the charges, the president of the synod, 
with the approval of its executive body, may issue such 
statement as the circumstances may demand. In case the 
charges are dismissed, all documents may be impounded 
or destroyed and all records relating thereto expunged upon 
vote of the executive body. 


. Appeals from the findings and recommendation of a com- 
mittee on discipline shall be allowed upon the following 
grounds and no others: 


(1) Prejudicial conduct on the part of 4 member or mem- 
bers of the committee on discipline. 

(2) Obvious falsity of testimony upon which any material 
findings are based. 

(3) Lack of evidence in support of any material findings. 


(4) Discovery of evidence (whose purport is to be set out 
in the appeal) likely to change material findings, which 
evidence was unknown to or unavailable to the appel- 
lant at the time of the hearing before the committee on 
discipline. 

(5) Admission of guilt and avowal of repentance with a 
plea for mitigation of the penalty. 
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p. All appeals shail be heard by an appeal committee of nine 

members, three of whom are to be appointed by the presi- 
dent of the Court of Adjudication from among its members, 
three by the president of this church from the membership 
of the Executive Council, and three by the president of 
the synod from the membership of the executive body of 
the synod. The president of the Court of Adjudication shall 
convene the appeal committee and may be a member 
thereof. The president of this church may appoint himself, 
and the president of the synod himself to the appeal com- 
mittee. At least one member from each appointive body 
shall be a minister and at least one person learned in the 


law, if such a person is available. 


. The appeal committee shall determine in what manner 
any facts offered for its consideration shall be established 
and how argument may be presented. It shall decide either 
(1) that the appeal is without foundation, (2) that the re- 
port of the committee on discipline shall be redrafted in the 
light of the appeal, (3) that the charges ought to be dis- 
missed without further hearing, (4) that the charges should 
be reheard by the same committee on discipline, or (5) that 
_a new and different committee on discipline should be ap-

. The report of the appeal committee shall be forwarded to 
the president of the synod, who shall (1) call a committee 
on discipline if a rehearing has been recommended, or (2) 
present the report of the appeal committee with that of the 
committee on discipline to the next synodical convention. 


. The synodical convention shall by a majority vote pass 
upon the recommendation of a penalty proposed by the | 
committee on discipline if no appeal has been taken, or 
upon the recommendation of the appeal committee if the 
case has been appealed. 


t. As soon after the convention vote as is feasible, the presi- 


dent of the synod shall impose the penalty in the presence 
of the accused. The absence of the accused, however, shall 


not affect or delay the imposition of the prescribed penalty. 


. The action of the synodical convention shall conclude the 
rights of the accuser and accused. The accused may, how- 
ever, by application to the president of the synod, seek 
vindication on the basis of after-discovered evidence dis- 
closed to the president of the synod or seek mitigation of 
the penalty on the basis of repentance and amendment. 
Any such application shall be referred by the president of 
the synod at his discretion, to a standing or special com- 
mittee for report to the next synodical convention. 
. If, upon investigation, obvious heresy or gross immorality 
of the accused is apparent, or if he shall have admitted his 
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guilt or absconded, or if the circumstances are such that, 
in the opinion of the president of the synod, the Church 
would suffer material injury by the accused’s continuing 
to exercise the office of the ministry during the progress 
of disciplinary procedures, the president of the synod may 
immediately suspend the accused from the office and func- 
tions of the ministry until the charges against him have 
been fully and finally decided by the synod. All such sus- | 
pensions shall be reported to the next meeting of the Exe- 
cutive Council and of the synod, which may reinstate the 
accused pending disposition of the charges. 
w.If at any stage of the disciplinary proceedings, it appears 
that the accused cannot be reached by notice or that the 
communication of such notice would be futile, notiée to a 
minister of the synod, appointed by the president of the 
synod to protect the interests of the accused, shall fulfill 
the requirements of notice set forth in previous paragraphs 
of this item. 
Item 14. A minister under discipline by a synod or, otherwise re- 
moved by it from the ministerial roll must be restored by that 
synod to good standing before becoming — to acceptance by 
another synod.

Item 3. The president of this church or his appointee shall convene 
the organizing conventions of the synods. 


Item 4. Fully recognizing that the synods of the Lutheran Church 
in America are newly constituted and have a new and distinctive 
status as components of this church, a synod, subject to the consent 
of a convention of this church or the Executive Council, may ex- 
press the continuity on its territory of Lutheran church life and 
history of which the Lutheran Church in America is the heir and 
continuation by adopting as its date of origin the year in which the 
oldest of the uniting church bodies, or synod or conference or 
district thereof, having an organized life within the territory, was 
founded. 

Item 5. In carrying on the ministry of this church, the territorial 
synods shall make provision for the proclamation of the Gospel 
and the administration of the Sacraments in whatever languages 
need to be used for the highest good of the souls to whom this 
church is called to minister. 


Item 6. Financial assistance to college and seminary students who 
need and are deserving of such aid in their preparation for the 
ministry shall be given and administered by the synod to which 
the congregation belongs of which each such student is a member, 
not by boards or commissions of the Lutheran Church in America, 
except that the Board of Theological Education may provide 
scholarships for specialized training. The maximum amount of 
annual grants-in-aid from the synods shall be set for pretheological 


_ students by the Board of College Education and Church Vocations 


and for under-graduate theological students by the Board of 
Theological Education. Recipients of such assistance may attend 
any college or theological seminary of this church. 

Item 7. Each synod shall defray at a rate to be determined by 
itself, the cost of actual travel to its conventions of one delegate 


.from each congregation and of the ministers on its clergy roll 


residing within the territorial boundaries of the synod. 

Item 8. Each synod shall make prompt report to the secretary of 
this church of all additions to and subtractions from the member- 
ship of this church occurring within such synods; also of the dis- 
missal of ministers to and the reception of ministers from other 
synods within this church. The secretary of the synod shall issue 
certificates of transfer, at their written request endorsed by its 
president, for ministerial members in good standing who are 
removing into the jurisdiction of other synods. He shall enter at 
once on the clergy roll of the synod the names of all ministers 
for whom such certificates of transfer have been received. 

Item 9 Each synod shall be responsible for all acts of installation 
of its ministers in the pastorate of its congregations or in other 
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positions to which they have been called within this church, except 
that the Executive Council shall be responsible for the installation 
of the ministerial officers of this church in their offices. 


SECTION IV 


SPECIAL INTEREST CONFERENCES 


Item 1. Upon receipt of formal notice from not fewer than thirty- 
five congregations and not fewer than thirty-five ministers of a 
desire for the formation of a special interest conference represent- 
ing a specific national and cultural heritage, the president shall 
convene the interested persons for the purpose of organizing such 
conference. As long as at least ten congregations and at least ten 
ministers desire the continuation of the conference, it shall not be 4 
disbanded involuntarily. 


Item 2. Other special interest conferences of a like character may 
be organized and continued in existence by the convention or the 
Executive Council at their discretion upon the expression of a 
similar desire on the part of any number of congregations and 
ministers of this church. 3 
Item 3. CThe officers of a special interest conference and the com- 
mittee on arrangements for its next annual or biennial meeting 
shall constitute the entire continuing organization of the conference 
unless an exception to this rule is granted in a specific instance 
by the convention or the Executive Council. 


SECTION V 
CONVENTIONS 


Item 1. The total number of delegates to a convention of the 
Lutheran Church in America, as determined by the Executive 
Council, shall be approximately 700 except as otherwise ordered 
by a previous convention or as expedient in times of emergency. 
This rule and restriction shall not stati to the first, or merging 
convention of this church. 
Item 2. The secretary shall give notice of the time and place of 
each regular convention by publication thereof at least two months 
in advance in “The Lutheran.” He shall give written notice of a 
special convention to the president of each synod immediately 
upon the issuance of the call thereof and shall publish the same in 
“The Lutheran” at least thirty days in advance of the convention. © 
Item 3. Invitations from synods wishing to entertain.a convention 
of the Lutheran Church in America shall be submitted to the 
_ Executive Council at least four years sea to the convention, if 


possible. 
Item 4. The time and place for the next regular convention shall be 
announced at each convention by the —re Council, if possible. 
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Item 5. The secretary shall send out a bulletin of reports to all 
delegates-elect at least fifteen days before each regular convention. 
Item 6. Arrangements for conventions of this church shall be made 
by the secretary, or by a convention manager working under his 
supervision, in conjunction with a Graney tee appointed by the 
host synod for that purpose. 

Item 7. This church shall defray the eee costs of conventions 
from the church treasury: travel and per diem allowances of dele- 
gates; rental of convention hall; printing of bulletins of reports, 
ballots, minutes, etc.; and general convention expenses. The host 
synod shall be responsible for expenses nce ween to local conven- 
tion arrangements. 


Item 8. Holy Communion shall be cibestuintired at each convention. 
Item 9. All appointments for general religious services or pubiic 
meetings shall be subject to approval by the president. He shall 
appoint a chaplain who shall be peqponepie for the devotional 
periods of the convention. 

Item 10. The secretary of each synod shall ' SE to the secretary 
of this church at least ninety days before the convention a certified 
list of the regular and alternate delegates elected by his synod. 
The roll of the delegates to each convention shall be prepared by 
the secretary in advance of the convention. Changes in the roll of 
delegates must be authorized by the synod concerned prior to the 
afternoon session on the third day of the convention. 

Item 11. Delegates shall not absent themselves from any session 
of the convention without valid excuse, under penalty of forfeiture 
of the per diem allowance for the day of absence and reimburse- 
ment of travel expenses. 

Item 12. During the first session of each regular convention, the 
president shall announce the appointment of the following com- 
mittees: 

Committee on Report of the President 

Committee on Memorials from Synods 

Committee of Reference and Counsel 

Committee on Nominations 

Committee on Minutes | 

Committee on Conduct of Elections 

Committee on Leave of Absence 

Item 13. The report of the president to each regular convention 
shall -be referred at once to the Committee on Report of the Presi- 
dent, which shall study the same, make appropriate comment 
thereon, and transmit to the convention the recommendations of 
the president together with any additional relevant recommenda- 
tions of its own that it may deem desirable. 

Item 14. A resolution of a general character which is not germane 
to the pending question or report shall be given to the Committee . 
of Reference and Counsel by the delegate proposing such resolution. 
The committee of Reference and Counsel shall report all such 
resolutions to the convention with its recommendations. Other 
duties of the committee shall be to recommend special orders for 
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the hearing of representatives, to grant or deny permission to 
distribute printed matter not issuing from the office of the secre- 
tary, and to give such assistance to the president as he may desire 
in the course of the convention. 


Item 15. The Committee on Minutes shall review the minutes of 
the meetings of each day of the convention and report thereon 
with recommendations on the following day. Approval of the 
minutes of the final day of the convention shall be the responsi- 
bility of the president and secretary of this church. 


Item 16. The president of each synod, or someone designated by 
him, shall be responsible to keep the record of attendance of the 
delegates of that synod for each meeting of the convention, receive 
excuses for absence, and give a complete accounting with recom- 
mendations to the Committee on Leave of Absence at the close of 
the afternoon meeting of the day preceding the scheduled day of 
adjournment of the convention. The Committee on Leave of 
Absence, after assembling and scrutinizing the composite record 
of attendance, shall report thereon with its own recommendations 
to the convention at its closing meeting. 


Item 17. All reports published in the bulletin of reports or in 
supplements thereto shall be received by the convention by virtue 
of that fact without vote. 


Item 18. The privilege of the floor shall be granted to all mem- 
bers of the Executive Council and the Court of Adjudication dt 
all times, and to all officers of boards, commissions and auxiliaries 
when their respective reports are before the convention. 

Item 19. Fraternal representatives from other church bodies may 
be given seat and voice, but no vote, in the convention. 

Item 20. Unless otherwise determined by a two-thirds vote of the 
convention, all speeches in general discussion shall be limited to 
five minutes. 

Item 21. When a motion calling for an appropriation comes before 
the convention from any source other than the Executive Council, 
it shall be referred at once to said Executive Council for con- 
sideration and report. A two-thirds vote of the delegates present 
and voting shall be required for adoption. 

Item 22. Robert’s Rules of Order, latest edition, shall be the gov- 
erning parliamentary law of this church, except as otherwise 
provided in its constitution and by-laws. 


SECTION VI 
NOMINATIONS AND ELECTIONS 


Item 1. The procedure for nominations in general shall be as 

follows: 

a. At least ninety days prior to each regular convention, the 
president shall appoint a Committee on Nominations con- 
sisting of a convener and twenty-four other delegates-elect. 

b. The secretary shall by the same time publish in “The 
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Lutheran” a list of the vacancies to be filled at the conven- ” 
tion, and shall furnish to all delegates-elect printed forms, 

returnable to the secretary’s office, on which they may 

propose names of eligible individuals for the consideration ‘ 
of the Committee on Nominations; provided, however, that 

the proposer shall clearly indicate in each instance the 

vacancy for which he proposes a name, and provided further - 

that no suggestion shall be entertained if received later 

than noon of the sixtieth day preceding the opening day of 

the convention. 


c. Boards may similarly offer suggestions to the Committee on 
Nominations in relation to the vacancies to be filled in their 
membership. 
d. At least forty-five days prior to the convention, the Com- 
mittee on Nominations shall meet at the call of its convener, 
and shall select two nominees for each vacancy, giving 
suitable consideration to the names suggested pursuant to 
paragraphs b and c above; having concern for the particular 
needs of each agency, and also for geographical and 
synodical distribution, but nominating no member of a 
board whose term does not expire at the time of the con- 
vention; provided, however, that this limitation shall not 
be applicable to nominations for the Executive Council or . 
the Court of Adjudication; and having care that no in- 
dividual is nominated to fill more than one vacancy. 
Section VI, Nominations and Elections, Item 1 W 


e. The secretary shall, without delay, cause the properly certi- 
fied list of such nominations to be published in “The 
Lutheran.” | 

f. Should any of the nominees indicate inability or unwilling- 
ness to serve, the Committee on Nominations shall meet to 
make whatever alteration of the list of nominations may be 
necessary and shall immediately certify the corrected list 
to the secretary. 

g. Following the report of the Committee on Nominations to 
the convention, opportunity shall be given for nominations 
from the floor. 

h. Upon completion of all nominations, the secretary shall 
have the official ballots prepared, providing to the degree 
that is feasible for the rotation of the names thereon in the 

| printing of the first ballot. The ballot shall show for each 
| nominee his address, occupation and synod. 

: Item 2. The election of officers shall proceed without oral nomina- 
tions. If the first ballot does not result in election, it shall be con- 
sidered a nominating ballot. 

| Item 3. In elections by the convention, the following rules shall 
= obtain: 
: a. All elections shall be by ballot. In all elections except that ‘ 
of the president, a majority of the votes cast on any ballot 
shall elect. 


‘ 


b. On the first ballot for president, three fourths of the votes 
cast shall be required for election. Thereafter only such 
votes as are cast for persons who have received votes on 
the first or nominating ballot shall be valid. On the second 
ballot, two thirds of the votes cast shall be required for 
election. On the third ballot, the voting shall be limited to 
the two persons receiving the highest vote on the second 
ballot and a majority of the votes cast shall elect. 


c. In elections of members of the Executive Council, Court of 
Adjudication and boards, the names of the persons receiving 
the highest number of votes but not elected on a preceding 
ballot shall be entered on the next ballot to the number 
of two for each vacancy unfilled. 


d. The result of each ballot in every election shall be an- 
nounced in detail to the convention by-the Committee on 
Conduct of Elections. 


Item 4. One half of the persons elected to the Executive Council 
at the first convention of this church shall be declared elected to 
four-year terms, one half to two-year terms. Those for whom the 
larger numbers of votes are cast shall receive the longer terms, 
and those with the smaller numbers of votes, the shorter terms. 
The same principle shall govern and a like procedure shall be 
followed at the same convention in the elections to the Court of 
Adjudication and to the boards, except that in those instances the 
persons elected shall be divided into three classes with terms of six 
years, four years and two years respectively. | 
Item 5. If any ballot for the Executive Council would result in the 
election of more members of said council from a single synod than 
would be constitutionally eligible to serve at the same time, those 


nominees, whether ministerial or lay, from that synod who have 


received the requisite number of votes for election shall be de- 


clared elected up to the permitted maximum in the order of the 
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percentages that they received of the total of the votes cast, begin- 
ning with the highest percentage. All other persons from that 
synod, whether or not they have received a majority vote on the 
ballot, shall be ruled ineligible for election to the Executive Council 
at that time. ‘ 


Item 6. For the purpose of doterminise future eligibility of persons 
elected to the Executive Council, Court of Adjudication, boards and 
commissions, during the first biennium of this church, members of 
parallel agencies of the four uniting churches shall be counted as 
having completed one term of service. This rule shall not apply 
to ex officio members of such agencies. 


Item 7. In computing eligibility for continued viinssiblesiaalae in the 


Executive Council, Court of Adjudication, boards or commissions, 
prior service in completing a fractional term shall be disregarded 
if the unexpired term so served was less than one-half a full term 
in length. | 
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Item 8. All terms of office, except as otherwise provided in these 
by-laws shal! begin at the conclusion of the convention at which 
the election thereto occurred. | 


SECTION VII 
OFFICERS 


Item 1. In order to arrange the schedule of elections so that the 
terms of office of the president and the secretary will expire in 
alternate biennia thereafter, the president shall be elected for a 
term of four years and the secretary for a term of two years at the 
first convention of this church. 
Item 2. The officers, except those elected at the first convention 
of this church or chosen thereafter to fill unexpired terms, shall 
take office on the first day of the fourth month after election. : 
Item 3. The president shall be responsible for ecclesiastical en- 
dorsement of ministers or candidates for ordination of this church 
who apply to serve or are serving as chaplains in the armed forces 
of the United States of America or in its federal civilian chaplain- 
cies. He shall make recommendations to the Executive Council 
regarding the issuance of calls for special service to such chaplains 
or prospective chaplains, and shall supervise their ministry in 
behalf of this church. The president shall have the aid of a con- 
sulting -committee or committees, _——- by himself, in ful- 
filling this duty. 
Item 4. The president and secretary shall, latter making any nec- 
essary corrections therein, certify two copies of the printed minutes 
of each convention as the official protocol of said convention, and 
shall submit the same to the next regylar convention for approval 
and deposit in the archives. 
Item 5. The secretary shall be the necrologist of this church. 
Item 6. The surety bond given by the treasurer shall be held in the 
custody of the secretary. 
Item 7. The treasurer shall make disbursement only upon the ap- 
proval of such officer, officers or staff officials as may from time 
to time be designated by the Executive Council. 
Item 8. Except such as are the property of a board, all instruments 
of conveyance belonging to the Lutheran Church in America, that 
is, deeds, mortgages, leases, etc., all wills, trust agreements, trust 
declarations, and other documents, under which this church has a 
beneficial interest in an estate, and copies thereof, all bonds, stock 
certificates, and other evidences of ownership of property or of 
rights in or to property, including intangible property, shall be 
held in the custody of the treasurer, who shall have charge thereof 
to do with the same as may from time to time be directed by the 
Executive Council. 
Item 9. 
SS The recall or dismissal of an officer of this church and the 

vacation of his office may be effected 

(1) for willful disregard or violation of the constitution, 

authority or resolutions of this church,

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(2) for such physical or mental disability as presumably 
renders the officer incapable of performing the duties 
of his office for the balance of his term in office, or 

(3) for such conduct as would render him subject to dis- 
ciplinary action in the synod or congregation of which 
he is a member. 

Proceedings for recall or dismissal shall be instituted by 

filing with the president of the Court of Adjudication a peti- 

tion stating specifically the charge or charges. Such a 

petition shall be 

(1) upon action of the Executive Council adopted with the 
affirmative vote of two thirds of its elective members, 
or 

(2) signed by at least one fifth of those who were delegates 
to the latest convention of this church, at least fifty of 
whom shall be ministers and at least fifty laymen, 
having represented at least ten synods, with no more 
than thirty of the signers from any one synod being 
counted toward the minimum requirement. 


The president of the Court of Adjudication shall cause a 
copy of the petition to be delivered to the accused officer, 


together with a notice of the time and place when the court 
will meet to hear the charges and the accused officer’s 
defense thereto. After hearing such testimony as it may 
deem necessary and helpful, the court shall decide promptly 
whether the charges have been sustained and whether the 
accused officer shall be recalled or dismissed and his office 
vacated. If the charges are not sustained by the concurring 


vote of six members of the court, the petition shall be 


deemed denied and a judgment of denial of the petition 
shall be entered upon the records of the court, which judg- 
ment shall be final and not subject to appeal. In any case, 
the court shall report the filing of the petition and its 
disposition to the next convention. 


Notice of a decision by the court that the charges have been 
sustained shall be given the accused officer, and unless he 
shall, within thirty days after receipt of such notice, file 
with the court an appeal of such decision to the next con- 
vention, the court shall enter judgment that the officer has 
been recalled or dismissed and his office vacated, and the 


Executive Council shall be notified of the entry of such © 


judgment. 
Upon appeal by the accused officer, the next convention 
may decide by a two-thirds vote, after debate but without 
receiving testimony, that the officer sane be recalled or 
dismissed and the office vacated. | 

After a decision that the charges Have been sustained, if it 
be deemed essential to good order that the accused officer 
should be meanwhile suspended, the court, six members 
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concurring, shall direct its president so to notify the Execu- 

tive Council, which in such case shall by a two-thirds vote 

suspend the accused officer from performance of the duties 

of his office pending action on an appeal, and may make 

provision for performance of such duties ad interim. 

g. The Court of Adjudieation shall promulgate such additional 
rules of procedure as it may deem necessary for the per- 

- formance of its duties under this item. | 

-h. The procedures prescribed in this item shall relate solely 
to recall or dismissal from office and shall not in any way 
affect or be affected by any disciplinary action of a synod 
or congregation based upon the same charge or charges. 


Item 10. Assistants to officers shall be elected, and their duties 
defined, by the Executive Council at is discretion in consultation 
with the officer concerned. 


SECTION VIII 
EXECUTIVE COUNCIL 


Item 1. Election of eight ministerial and seven lay members shall 
alternate with election of seven ministerial and eight lay members 
to the Executive Council for full terms at successive regular con- 
ventions of this church. 

Item 2. The Executive Council shall meet at least four times 
annually for the transaction of its business, except that, at its 


discretion and by a two-thirds vote of those present and voting, 


one meeting a year can be omitted. 


Item 3. A majority of the members of the Sessthive Council shall 
constitute a quorum. 

Item 4. The president shall be ex officio a member of the standing 
committees of the Executive Council. 

Item 5. The power of the Executive Council to review the actions 
of boards and auxiliaries shall be exercised at the first or second 
meeting of the council next following receipt of the minutes in 
which such actions are recorded. If a specific action is, in the judg- 
ment of the Executive Council, not within the powers of the board 
concerned or not in conformity with a policy laid down by the con- 
vention, formal declaration of that fact shall postpone or suspend 
the effectiveness of said action. Unless the action in question is 
meanwhile rescinded, the issue shall be reported to the next con- 
vention for adjudication. In the case of auxiliaries, this provision 
shall apply to actions both of their conventions and of their ex- 
ecutive bodies. | 

Item 6. For the sake of good balance and the most effective impact 
of the periodicals issued by the boards, commissions and auxiliaries, 
establishmen of such periodicals shall be _ ect to approval by the 
Executive Council. 

Item 7. The Executive Council shall have power to issue pro- 
nouncements on social or moral issues in the name of this church 
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between its conventions on recommendation of the Board of Social 
Ministry when, in the judgment of the Executive Council, an emer- 
gency exists or when to delay such action until the-next convention 
would destroy the effectiveness or seriously impair the timeliness 
of an utterance that this church ought in conscience to make. Con- 
currence of two thirds of the total membership of the Executive 
Council shall be required in each such instance. | 

Item 8. To aid and guide in the systematic promotion of the work 
of the Lutheran Church in America, the Executive Council shall 
prepare, recommend to the convention for adoption, and see to the 
observance of a Calendar of Causes in which specific days or 
months may be assigned to boards, commissions, common agencies 
and auxiliaries for an intensive educational emphasis on the sec- 
tors of the ministry of this church for which they are responsible. 
No direct solicitation of funds shall be connected with promotion 
under this calendar. Prior to convention action, the Executive 
Council may put the recommended calendar into effect on a pro- 
visional basis. 


Item 9. The forms for the gathering of statistical and related in- 
formation shall be approved by the Executive Council upon recom- 
mendation by the secretary as statistician of this church. 
Item 10. The Executive Council shall institute and oversee a sys- 
tem of personal pracices applicable to all staff officials and other 
employees of its own and of the boards, commissions and auxil- 
iaries. In so doing, it shall allow for such flexibility as seems to it 
advisable, having in mind in particular the special requirements of 
the Board of Publcation, and may grant exceptions at its discretion. 
Item 11. At its first stated meeting in each biennium, the Execu- 
tive Council shall appoint a Standing Committee on Approaches to 
Unity, of which the president shall be chairman ex officio, to enter 
into conversations as opportunity affords with sister Lutheran 
churches in the interest of a wider union of Lutherans in North 
America and of cooperation leading thereto. The committee shall 
report directly to the convention and may consult with the Execu- 
tive Council ad interim. 
Item 12. The Executive Council shall arrange for unified presenta- 
tion by a single spokesman at each regular synodical convention of 
the life and work of the Lutheran Church in,America as a whole. 
Representatives of specific interests within this church may attend 
and speak at synodical conventions only with the sanction of the 
Executive Council upon the request of the synod concerned as ex- 
ceptions to this general rule. 
Item 13. The official delegates or representatives of this church, 
in addition to the president as its primary representative ex officio, 
to inter-Lutheran and other inter-church associations and councils, 
except those in Canada, in which the Lutheran Church in America 
is a participating body or holds membership, shall be appointed by — 
the Executive Council, unless the convention decides otherwise in 
specific instances. | 
Item 14. All contributions by boards, commissions or auxiliaries to 
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inter-church association and councils of which the Lutheran Church 
Section VIII, Executive Council, Item 14 i 

in America is a member shall be subject to approval by the execu- 
tive Council in the light of, and with a view to achieving a wise 
balance in, the total commitments of this church to each such or- 
ganization. Such contributions shall be transmitted through the 
treasury of this church. | 


SECTION IX 
CHURCH-WIDE AGENCIES AND AUXILIARIES IN GENERAL 


Item 1. The constitutions and by-laws, and amendments thereto, 
of the boards and auxiliaries shall go into effect after approval by 
the convention or the Executive Council. The Executive Council 
shall frame and adopt the basic regulations of the commissions. 
Item 2. If a member of the Executive Council, the Court of Adjudi- 
cation, a board or a commission or any appointive agency within 
the Lutheran Church in America or of the executive body of any of 
its auxiliaries ceases to be a member in good standing of this church, 
if a minister, or of a congregation of this church, if a layman, or if 
he is absent without excuse from two successive regular meetings 
of such agency or body, his office shall at once become vacant. 

Item 3. Non-member resource persons may be invited to meet- 
ing of boards and of their committees from time to time as con- 
sultants. Non-members of a board may be appointed to full mem- 
bership in its committees only with the approval of the Executive 
Council. 

Item 4. The boards, commissions and auxiliaries, including execu- 
tive bodies of the auxiliaries, shall, after each meeting, send a copy 
of the minutes to every member of the Executive Council to facili- 
tate the council’s discharge of its responsibilities. 

Item 5 The reports to a regular convention of the Lutheran Church 
in America from the Court of Adjudication, boards, commissions, 
auxiliaries and appointive agencies shall be placed in the hands of 
the secretary at least ninety days before such convention. All re- 
ports shall be signed by the appropriate officers, except the reports 
of committees which shall be signet by a majority of the members 
thereof. 

Item 6. To facilitate consultation and common action among 
boards, commissions and auxiliaries in specific. areas of work in 
which their responsibilities or interests converge, the Executive 
Council may authorize the formation of coordinating committees, 
determine their composition, and designate the board, commission 
or auxiliary through which the concerns of each such coordinating 
committee shall be brought, as needed, to the jconvention or the 
Executive Council. 

Item 7. The provisions of the constitution which assign to the Ex- 
ecutive Council responsibility to coordinate the activities of the 
boards and commissions shall not be construed as forbidding staff 
officials to confer informally on any matter. |

Item 8. There shall be a Cabinet of Executives composed of the 
officers of this church, executive secretaries of boards and aux- 
iliaries, executive directors of commissions, the editor of “The Lu- 
theran,” and other staff officials designated by the Executive Coun- 
cil, which shall meet at the call of the president, at least once an- 
nually, for common counsel and co-ordination of activities. The 
president or his representative shall preside at all meetings of the 
cabinet. The secretary shall record its minutes and transmit its 
recommendations to the Executive Council. 


SECTION X 
BOARDS 


A. Board of American Missions 
Item 1. Responsibility for leadership in, and general supervision 
of, the total program of American missions in the Lutheran Church 
in America shall be lodged in the Board of American Missions. 


Item 2. The Board of American Missions shall make effective 
provision in its structure and patterns of work to discharge its 
responsibilities for 
a. planning for, planting and servicing home mission congre- 
gations, | 
b. giving church extension aid by means of expert counsel and 
through the operation of loan funds, and 


c. conserving and strengthening urban and rural congregations 
confronting special problems. 

Item 3. The’staff of the Board of American Missions shall include 
an executive secretary, secretaries of functional divisions of its 
work, and regional secretaries. In the absence of a specific direc- 
tive by a convention of this church, the board shall have sole re- 
sponsibility to determine and, as it deems best, to alter the areas to 
which the regional secretaries are assigned. Before electing a re- 
gional secretary, the board shall consult representatives of a) the 
committees on American missions of the synods on whose territory 
he is to serve, or b) in the case of synods in Canada, the standing 
committee on Canadian missions of the Lutheran Church in 
America—Canada Section. 
Item 4. Home mission developers shall be called by the Board of 
American Missions and shall serve under its direction. The appro- 
priate regional secretary shall be the immediate supervisor of each 
such mission developer. 
Item 5. Decisions of the Board of American Missions on the use of 
the financial resources made available to it by this church shall be 
governed by one main criterion: the most effective impact and 


the wirest spread to be gained for the Gospel. In evaluating indi- 


vidual mission projects, due consideration ‘shall be given to local 
needs and prospects in the light of this principle. 

Item 6. The division of functions in the work of Ametions mis- 
sions shall be as follows: 
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Finding fields—shared by synod and board. 
Surveying fields—board upon request of synod. 

Approving fields for occupancy—board. 

Developing fields—board in cooperation with synod. 

Providing parsonages—board. | 
Selecting church sites—board. 

_Selecting temporary places of worship—synod. 

Supplying initial equipment—synod and prospective mem- 
bers of mission congregation. | 
Organizing congregations—synod, following board approval. 

j. Calling pastors—synod initiates, board approves, congre- 
gation calls. 

k. Supporting pastors—synod seneianesde, board gives salary 
aid, congregation provides salary according to its ability, 
all subject to three-way conferences. | 

l. Assisting established congregations confronting special 

problems—synod recommends, board gives aid. 


Item 7. The president of each synod shall supervise the formal 
organization of mission congregations within the synods. He shall 
recommend, in consultation with the regional secretary, home mis- 
sion developers for call by the board, and prospective pastors of 
mission congregations for the board’s approval. 

Item 8. Each synod shall have a committee on American missions | 
to carry out its responsibilities in this field of work. The regional 
secretaries assigned to the several synods shall be advisory mem- 
bers of their respective committees on American missions. 

Item 9 The committee on American missions of each synod shall 
report to the Board of American Missions at least annually on the 
mission needs and opportunities within the synod. The committee, 
in consultation with the regional secretary, shall recommend to the 
board allocation of grants-in-aid and church eempean loans within | 
the synod. 

Item 10. Synodical staff, if any in this field of activity, shall serve 
the committee on American missions of the synod in carrying out 
_ its duties and, further, shall assist the regional secretary, and work 
under his direction in discharging the Ses pos mmaan assigned to 
him. 
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B. Board of College Education and Church Vocations 


Item 1. The Board of College Education and Church Vocations 
shall have two departments within its structure: the Department 
of College Education and the Department of Church Vocations. 
Item 2 The relations of this church to colleges shall be sustained 
entirely through the synods, except as specified hereinafter and in 
other ways proposed by the convention or by the Board of College 
Education and Church Vocations to which the synods concerned 
have in each case agreed. 

Item 3. The Board of College Education anid Church Vocations shall 


have the power and responsibility to: 
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a. Make recommendations to the convention, for its action, on 
the establishment and location of colleges. 


b. Set standards, both of academic excellence and of church 
participation in their government and life, for recognition 
or continued recognition of colleges as related to the Lu- 
theran Church in America or any of its synods. - 


c. Conduct studies and give advice to colleges, on curricular 
offerings and standards. 


d. Counsel related colleges on administrative and other mat- 
ters as mutually agreed. 


e. Grant supplementary financial aid to colleges at the dis- 
cretion of the board and within the resources made avail- 
able for that purpose by the Lutheran Church in America. 

f. Act on detailed arrangements proposed by synods for their 
cooperation in colleges owned or conducted by other Lu- 
theran church bodies. 


Item 4. The Board of College Educatibe-aand Church Vocations 
shall support the synods and supplement their efforts in recruiting 
candidates for the ministry. In so doing, the board shall provide 
printed and other materials and in consultation with the Board 
of Theological Education, shall give such staff service as it finds 
to be possible and the synods desire. It shall give. encouragement 
and stimulation to related synodical committees. 


Item 5. The Board of College Education and Church Vocations shall 
maintain and foster deaconess work in this church. The board shall 
recruit deaconess candidates; conduct training schools; set apart 
approved candidates as deaconesses; supervise the service of dea- 
conesses either directly or, as in the case of those working in par- 
ishes or in institutions related to synods, by a general oversight; 
arrange for the deaconesses’ temporal support either on a coopera- 
tive or salaried basis; and provide for the life-long care of those in 
the cooperative plan. The board shall hold title to and administer 
the properties of motherhouses belonging directly to the Lutheran 
Church in America and shall continue and cultivate cooperative 
relationships with other motherhouses affiliated .with this church. 


Item 6. Primary responsibility for the recruitment of workers for 
other church vocations in the Lutheran Church in America shall be- 
long to the Board of College Education and Church Vocations. It 
shall enlist the assistance of the synods in this endeavor and shall 
coordinate the supplementary activities of other boards and com- 
missions. In the event of disagreement on the part of this board 
as to the propriety and desirability of other boards and commis- 
sions carrying on specific supplementary activities in this field of 
service, such questions shall be referred to the convention or to 
the Executive Council for decision. The Board of College Educa- 
tion and Church Vocations shall represent. this church in arrang- 
ing for proper courses for the training and education of workers 
in the various church vocations other than ministry. 
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Item 7. The Board of College Education and Church Vocations 

shall operate a unified scholarship and fellowship fund in behalf of 

this church for prospective workers in church vocations other than 

the ministry 
: C. Board of Parish Education 

Item 1. The Board of Parish Education shall develop and encour- 

age the use of a total program of parish education in this church, 

a. designed to meet the need and realize the potential of all 
schools and agencies of parish education recommended for 
all age levels in the congregation, 

b. including all educational materials required for that pur- 
pose, for the training of leaders and teachers, and for use 
in the home, 

c. to be promoted by the board in the synods and, as desired 


by its related synodical committees and within the limits of 
staff time and availability, by field work in congregations. 


Item 2. Each synod shall have a committee on parish education to 


direct the synodical parish education staff, if any, and in general to 
fulfill the basic responsibility resting on the synod in this phase of 
its ministry to is congregations. It shall be the duty of the commit- 
tee to interpret to the board the needs within its synod in the field 
of parish education and, conversely, to interpret and win acceptance 


throughout the synod of the program prepared for the whole 


church. 


_Item 3. The Board of Parish Education shall work with and stimu- 
late its related synodical committees, and shall assist them with 


counsel and guidance. The board shall provide educational ma- 
terials and advisory service for summer camps° and conferences 
conducted within the synods. 

Item 4. The Board of Parish Education and the Board of Publi- 
cation shall confer and arrive at mutually acceptable publication 
arrangements before production of new parish education materials 
is undertaken. Thereafter, the Board of Parish Education shall 
have full responsibility for planning, preparing and approving all 
manuscrips and other materials to be published or produced. The 
Board of Publication shall have full responsibility for printing, 
advertising, distributing and marketing in connection with all such 
materials. 


D. Board of Pensions 


Item 1. The Board of Pensions shall administer in behalf of this 
church such benefit plans as shall be adopted by the convention | 
from time to time, including: 
a. A contributory pension plan for ministers and missionaries, 
constructed on the money-purchase principle, in which the 
accumulated contributions attributed to each member’s ac- 

eount are fully vested. 
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b. A supplemental non-contributory pension plan for ministers 
and missionaries ordained or commissioned prior to 1953. 


c. Minimum pension and — provisions for ministers 
and missionaries. 


d. A plan yielding lump sum death benefits to the survivors 
(1) of eligible members of the contributory pension plan, 
and (2) of certified theological students who have elected 
to participate therein. 

e. A lay pension plan of the contributory type, for lay staff 
members and other lay employees of this church, its sub- 
sidiaries, institutions and congregations. © 

f. A plan providing medical, hospital and related benefits. 

Item 2. Vested rights of members and beneficiaries of the con- 
tributory pension plan or the lay pension plan shall not be abro- 
gated or diminished by any action of this church. 

Item 3. The pensions and retirement allowances provided through 
the Board of Pensions shall not be supplemented by the convention 
or the Executive Council, by any synod, by any board, commission 
or other agency or by any auxiliary of this church, it being under- 
stood that this rule does not apply to lifetime grants to benefici- 
aries in force at the time when this by-law goes into effect, to lay 
employees of the Board of Publication who are not members of the 
lay pension plan, or to missionaries of the Board of World Missions 
or its predecessor boards. 

Item 4. ..The Board of Pensions 1 may make grants from available 
funds for the relief of worthy and eligible recipients, doing so in 
accordance with rules adopted for this purpose by the board with 
the approval of the convention or the Executive Council. 


E. Board of Publication 


Item 1 The Board of Publication shall be the publishing agency of 
this church. The dominant purpose of the board shall be the propo- 
gation of the Gospel and the edification of Christian believers 
through the printed word and through allied activities. 

Item 2. The Board shall print, or arrange for the printing of, the 
minutes of the conventions of the Lutheran Church in America and 
its year books. The board shall also publish the curricular mate- 
rials produced by the Board of Parish Education and shall act in 
conjunction with the Commission on Church Papers, as specified 
in Section XI, subsection C, of these by-laws, in the publication of 
the periodical of this church. 

Item 3. As corollaries of its major enterprise and in further ful- 
fillment of its purpose, the board shall produce and distribute au- 
dio-visual materials and shall furnish equipment far the congre- 
gation and the clergy, also religious supplies used or designed for 
use in worship, public or private, or in the organizational life of 
this church. 

Item 4. The board shall carry on business operations and do every- 
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outlined. In addition to the principal location of its offices, the 
board may establish branches at other places at its discretion. 


Item 5. Although the Board of Publication shall have the sole re- 
sponsibility within the structure of this church for all activities in 
the publishing and merchandising fields, synods shall have the 
right to publish their own official documents, minutes and news 
bulletins. Other boards, the commissions and the auxiliaries shall 
be free, except as provided in Item 2 above, to decide whether to 
utilize the services and facilities of the Board of Publication for 
the publication of their periodicals and other printed material. 


Item 6. Available surplus funds of the Board of Publication to the 
amount determined by the board itself as in excess of the rightful 
needs of its own operators, shall be disbursed to the treasury of the 
Lutheran Church in America after the close of each fiscal year. 


Item 7. Royalties payable to the Lutheran Church in America on 
manuscrips prepared by the Board of Parish Education for publi- 
cation by the Board of Publication, and on other manuscrips owned 
in whole or in part by this church which are published by this 
board, shall be computed according to formulas approved by the 


~ Executive Council and this board. 


F. Board of Social Ministry 


Item 1. The Board of Social Ministry shall have two departments 


within its structure: the Department of Social Missions and the 
Department of Social Action. 


_ Item 2. In the polity of the Lutheran Church in America, the rela- 


tionship of social mission institutions and agencies to this church 
shall be to and through the synods. Each synod shall have a com- 
mittee on social ministry which, among other duties, shall advise 
and exercise general supervision of such institutions and agencies 
as are approved and supported, directly or indirectly, by the synod. 
The committee on social ministry shall also strive to awaken and 
sustain a social mission consciousness and sense of obligation in the 
congregations of the synod, and shall study and make recommenda- 
tions to the synod on issues of a social or public character that are 
within the scope of the synod’s concern. 

Item 3. The primary role of the Board of Social Ministry in the 
field of social missions shall be to encourage and stimulate the re- 
lated synodical committees ,offer to them counsel and guidance, 
and, as desired by them and within the limits of available time 
and funds, assist them with staff service and financial grants for 
specific projects. | 


Item 4. Within that context, the board shall carry on activities in 
social missions such as the following: 


a. Developing and interpreting a Siibninthnedalve social mis- 
sion policy for this entire church. | 


b. Setting standards and helping in the attainment of them. 
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c. Providing consultation services for institutions and agencies, 
either. directly or through the facilities of a common 
agency. 

d. Assisting in starting new work to meet unmet needs. 

e. Undergirding special ministries, e.g., of institutional chap- 

_lains and for the blind, deaf, seamen, et al. 

f. Aiding in the training and placement of workers. 

Item 5. The Board of Social Ministry shall conduct research re- 
lating to moral issues in the life of society for the guidance of this 
church in expressing its social concern. 

Item 6. The board shall, at its discretion, Secusiiiat statements on 
moral and social questions for consideration by conventions of this 
church. In exceptional instances, when to delay such action until 
the next convention would in the judgment of this board destroy 
the effectiveness or seriously impair the timeliness of a word which 
the Lutheran Church in America needs in conscience to speak, the 
board may propose a declaration or pronouncement to the Execu- 
tive Council for action between conventions. | 

Item 7. The board shall initiate educational programs based on — 
relevant statements, if any, of this church and reflecting its own re- 
- search and may undertake related projects, enlisting the coopera- 
_ tion of the appropriate synodical committees when such activities 
take place within the several synods. 

Item 8. The board shall hold Faith and Life Institutes for group. 
discussion and study, principally by lay people having like inter- 
ests or drawn from the same vocations, of common ethical-social 
problems in the light of the Christian faith, with a view to enabling 
the participants to discover new insights that will aid them to live 
more creatively in their callings and situations. | 


G. Board of Theological Education 


Item 1. The Board of Theological Education shall be the organ 
through which the Lutheran Church in America manifests its in- 
clusive concern for, and takes collective action regarding, its theo- 
logical seminaries and, in general, the education of its ministry. 
Item 2. In exercising general oversight in the field of its respon- 
sibility, the board shall take heed that the principle is observed that 
each synod shall be responsible in whole or in part for a single — 
seminary, and shall regularly include in its report to the conven- 
tion an exhibit of the ways in which each synod is equitably ful- 
filling its obligation thereto. 
Item 3. The board shall bring recommendations to the conven- 
tions, at its discretion, on: 
a. A master plan of location and “a possible areas of speciali- 
gation of theological seminaries. | 
b. Proposals originating with, or concurred in by, the synods 
concerned, on | 
(1) establishment and relocation of theological seminaries, 
and,

(2) revisions of the table of relationships of synods to theo- 
logical seminaries. 
Item 4. Further duties and functions of this board shall include: 
| a. Establishing educational standards for the theological semi- 
naries. | 

b. Giving supplementary financial support to the theological 
seminaries, to the degree that the adopted budgets and 
budget receipts of this church make it possible for this prin- 
ciple to be put into effect, in at least the amounts needed to 
assure to students and to the Lutheran Church in America 

_ theological education of the approved quality. 

c. Administering a scholarship and fellowship fund for theo- 
logical education. 

d. Counselling the theological seminaries in the selection of 
teaching personnel. 

e. Representing the Lutheran Church in America in encourag- 
ing anc making provision for post-graduate study and other 
specialized studies in theology, either in existing institutions 
or otherwise as may be determined by this church. 

Item 5. An agreed percentage, ranging from 20% to 40%, of the 
total number of trustees of each theological seminary shall be 
elected by its supporting synod or synods by separate ballot on 
nomination by the Board of Theological Education. Both mem- 
bers and non-members of the board may be among its nominees. 
If the vote on the election of a nominee is negative, the Board of 
Theological Education shall make an alternate nomination. 


Item 6. The board, in cooperation with the several theological 
seminaries, shall furnish a testing and counselling service for 
theological and pretheological students and, at the request of other 
agencies‘ of this church and within the limits of the board’s 
resources of staff time and funds, for persons engaged in, or 
candidates for, other church vocations, in order to cultivate, guide 


and sustain their personality development. 


Item 7. The board shall create opportunities and offer facilities 
for theological study by ministers in service, through brief in- 
tensive courses of instruction conducted in many centers through- 
out this church or by other means that it will devise. The synods 
shall aid the board in enlisting the cooperation of congregations 
and of the ministers themselves to this end. 


H. Board of World Missions 


Item 1. The objects of the board shall be: 

a. The proclamation of the Gospel in word and deed and the 
administration of the Sacraments in behalf of this church 
outside the Dominion of Canada and the United States of 
America. 

b. Assistance and support of sister churches in the areas here- 
inafter named, where evangelical Christians are a smal] 
minority. | 
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c. Establishment of indigenous churches where they do not 
exist. 

Item 2. All undertakings and commitments of this church in the 
field of world missions, except those entered into in concert with 
other churches in federations or common agencies, shall be chan- 
nelled through this board. 
Item 3. The Lutheran Church in America, through this board, shall 
carry on the ministry of the Word and Sacraments and related 
activities in 
Argentina 
British Guiana 
China 
Hong Kong 
India 
Japan 
Liberia 
Malaya 
Tanganyika 
Uruguay 
Item 4. The board shall commission missionaries, ordained and 
unordained, direct their work, and establish regulations therefor. 
Item 5. The board, at its discretion, may recommend to the con- 
vention extension of missionary endeavor into other areas. 
Item 6. The board shall provide for the specialized training of ite 
missionaries, through a school of missions. 


SECTION XI 
COMMISSIONS 
A. General Procedures 


Item 1. One half of the first appointees to the commissions shall 
have four-year terms, one half two-year terms. 

Item 2. Terms of office of members of commissions shall expire, 
and the Executive Council shall make new appointments, at its 
first stated meeting following each regular convention of this 
church. 

Item 3. Prior to such appointments, each commissien may suggest 
for the consideration of the Executive Council at least twice as 
many names as there will be vacancies on the commission to be 
filled. 


B. Commission on Church Architecture 


Item 1. The commission shall consist of twelve members. |. 
_ Item 2. The functions and activities of the commission shall be 
as follows: 
a. Education in the development of high standards of archi- 
tecture for churches, parish schools and church institutions. 
b. Counsel to congregations and church institutions, prior to 
the preparation of preliminary architectural studies, re- 
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garding the organization and management of the building 
program, optimum size of facilities, quality of buildings 
and related matters, with the proviso that such counsel shall 
be offered to home mission congregations with the consent 
of or through the Board of American Missions. 


c. Review of plans. 


d. Advice concerning materials and the arts. , 
e. Establishing of contacts with architects, artists and crafts- 
men. 

f. Aid in preparation of preliminary plans in exceptional in- 

_ stances, within the limits of available staff time and funds. 
Item 3. Because specialized skills are required for this service 
which are more likely to be available to the Lutheran Church in 
America as a whole than to the synods and in order to give advice | 
and guidance of a high quality to congregations and church insti- 
tutions, the commission shall have full responsibility for perform- 
ing these functions in behalf of this church and shall share such 
responsibility, or any part thereof, with related —— com- 
mittees at its Glscrefon., | 


C. Commission on Church Papers 


Item 1. The commission shall consist of twelve members, three 
of whom shall be chosen as represenative of the interest of the 
Board of Publication. The executive secretary of that board shall 
have a seat and voice in the commission. | 

Item 2. The commission, in collaboration with the Board of Pub- 
lication as described hereinafter, shall be responsible for the pub-— 
lication of the periodical of this church, and of any other mag- 
azines of a general character authorized by the convention. 
Item 3. The commission, after consultation with the editor of the 
periodical, shall nominate to the Executive Council for its election 
all additional members of the editorial staff. 

Item 4. The compensation of the editor of the suvicilice! and of 


. the other members of its editorial staff shall be set by the Exe- 
~ ecutive Council on recommendation by this commission. The an- 


nual budget of the commission shall include such compensation, 
editorial expenses, and provision for further subsidy for the pe- 
riodical as needed. 

Item 5. Printing, sale of advertising, obtaining of subscriptions, 
and distribution of the periodical shall be the responsibility of 


the Board of Publication. Questions of format, standards of ad- 


vertising to be accepted, and other matters that involve both 
editorial and publishing interests shall be resolved in, conference 
between this commission and the Board of Publication. 


D. Commission on Evangelism 


Item 1. The commission shall consist of twenty members. 
Item 2. The commission shall give leadership for this church in 
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evangelism through creative thinking, development of plans and 
recommended programs, preparation of printed and other ma- 
terials, the holding of church-wide and regional training con- 
ferences, and such supplementary service by its staff as it finds 
to be possible and the synods desire. 


Item 3. To give effect to the principle that the quickening of con- 
gregational evangelism is primarily the concern of synods in the 


structure of this church, each synod shall have a committee on 


evangelism to direct the synodical evangelism staff, if any, and 
general to fulfill the basic responsibility resting on the synod i 
this phase of its ministry to its congregations. 

Item 4. The commission shall encourage and stimulate its related 
synodical committees, and shall assist them with counsel and 
guidance. At the request of a synod’s committee on evangelism, 
the commission may carry on experimental or pilot programs 
within one or more congregations of that synod. The commission 
may offer financial assistance to synods for specific evangelism 
projects within the limits of items in its budget approved by the 
convention or the Executive Council for that purpose. 


Item 5. The commission shall plan, structure, administer and © 


supervise such special, church-wide concerted efforts in evangelism 
as this church may authorize and undertake from time to time. 

Item 6. Associate secretaries of the commission may be assigned 
_ to live and work in specified geographical areas where, in the 
judgment of the Executive Council, such resident leadership would 
serve the best interest of this church. The approval of the affected 
synods shall be sought prior to the Conigaae or a secretary to 
- serve within their bounds. 


E. Continioaion on Press, Radio and Television 


Item 1. The commission shall consist of twelve members. 
Item 2. The purpose of this commission shall be to extend the 
Gospel through the effective use of print, voice and the impact 
of Christian personalities, having as its media the public press, 
magazines, motion pictures, radio and television. It shall strive 
to achieve this aim by direct testimony to Jesus Christ wherever 
possible and by creating a favorable atmosphere for His Church, 
and for the Lutheran Church in America in particular, by pub- 
licity that calls the attention and attracts the loyalty of the read- 
ing, listening and viewing public to its message and ministry. 
Item 3. The commission will be responsible for: 
a. Publicity through all available media for conventions of 
this church and its auxiliaries. 
b. Publicizing the activities of this church, its offieate, boards, 
commissions and auxiliaries on a year-around basis. 
c. Presenting Lutheran Churchiin America personalities to 
the public. 
d. Securing wider coverage for events within synods that 
will be of general interest. 
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e. Devising and providing ways and means to increase the 
skills of pastors and laymen of this church in the fields of 
press, radio and television. 

Item 4. Boards, other commissions (except the Commission on 
Church Papers through the periodical) and auxiliaries shall carry 
on such activities only after consultation with and with the ap- 
proval of this commission. Such approval may be granted to com- 
prehensive plans of procedure or to individual releases and pro- 
grams. | | 

Item 5. Synods shall care for their publicity within their own 
territories or constituencies. They shall give encouragement and 
assistance, as possible, to their congregations and ministers in the 
use of local press, radio and television facilities. _ 


F. Commission on Stewardship 


Item 1. The commission shall consist of twenty members, of whom 
five shall be ministers and fifteen shall be laymen. 

Item 2. The underlying, persuasive purpose of the commission shall 
be to arouse and lead the members of the congregations of this 
church to practice their Christian faith in all aspects of their 


' daily lives. An immediate objective shall be to encourage Chris- 


tian giving through offerings for the Lutheran Church in America 
and its congregations and synods. 

Item 3. The commission shall develop the basic stewardship pro- 
gram and procedures for the Lutheran Church in America for 
approval by the convention or the Executive Council. 

Item 4. Each synod shall have a committee on stewardship to direct 
the synodical stewardship staff, if any, and in general to fulfill 
the primary responsibility resting upon the synod in this phase of | 
its ministry to its congregations. | | 
Item 5. The commission shall encourage and stimulate its related 
synodical committees, giving counsel, guidance and, as desired 


' by them and to the degree of its own ability, assistance through 


field service. With the consent of the synodical committee that is 
concerned, the commission may conduct experimental or pilot 
programs within one or more of the congregations of a synod. 

Item 6. By virtue of their appointment to this commission, its lay 
members shall simultaneously constitute the executive committee 
of the Lutheran Laymen’s Movement for Stewardship, with the 
ministerial members serving in an advisory capacity. The work 
of the commission and of said executive committee in stewardship 
education and promotion shall be completely unified. They shall 
have a single integrated staff for such activities, serving under 
this commission and nominated by the Commission on Stewardship 
to the Executive Council for election. The executive committee of 
the Lutheran Laymen’s Movement for Stewardship shall act sep- 
arately only for the purpose of caring for the movement’s own 
business, including cultivation of its membership, and to supervise 
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specific projects or undertakings for which the convention or the 
Executive Council has made the movement responsible. 

Item 7. Members of the Lutheran Laymen’s Movement for Steward- 
ship shall have the right to submit nominations in writing for con- 
sideration by the Executive Council in appointing this commission. 


G. Commission on Worship 


Item 1. The commission shall consist of twelve members. 
Item 2. Duties and powers of the commission shall include: 

a. Preparation of forms and manuals of worship and devotion 
as directed by the convention or the Executive Council, as 
requested by a synod following proper authorization, or 
as a service to a board, another commission, an auxiliary 
or a congregation. 

b. Approval, in the absence of action by the convention, of 


_ liturgical and other worship materials, including hymnals, 
which are to bear the imprint of this church or of a 


board, commission or auxiliary. 

c. Counsel and guidance in all matters Pe to worship 
within this church. 

d. Assistance to synods by means of writing and conferences 
in cultivating among their congregations an appreciation of 
good liturgical practice, hymnody and church music. 

e. Representation of this church in, and cooperation with, the 
Commission on the Liturgy and the Hymnal. 

‘en 3. The purpose of the commission shall be to enrich, not to 

goverh, the devotional life of the Lutheran Church in America. 

Its spirit shall be to serve, not to impose any liturgical view or 

custom upon this church. While striving to elevate standards of 

taste and practice in worship, the commission shall remember that 
it is not necessary that human traditions, rites or ceremonies, in- 
stituted by men, should be everywhere alike. 


H. Commission on Youth Activities 


Item 1. The commission shall consist of twelve members. 

Item 2. Among the irae smn and functions of the commission 

shall be: 

a. Liaison in behalf of the Lutheran Church in America with 
its youth auxiliary, the Luther League. , 

b. Training of adult leadership for the Luther League and 
extension of its life ane work into all congregations of this 
church. 

c. Arrangement for the detiatinns of specific weeks for 
Luther League camping in camps owned or conducted by 
synods. 

d. Assistance to the ‘Doard of College Education and Church 
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Vocations in recruiting for the ministry and other church 
vocations. 
e. Preparation of young men and women of this church for 
- experiences that they will encounter in military service. 
f. Relationships with non-church organizations for youth; Boy 
Scouts, Girl Scouts, Girl Guides, 4-H clubs, Campfire Girls, 
etc. 
g. Advice-to pastors and youth leaders regarding other youth 
movements, both religious and secular. 
Item 3. The commission shall collaborate in the promotional ac- 
tivities of the Luther League in consultation with the Board of 
Parish Education. It shall have consultative relationship with 
that board in the preparation of curricular and other educational 
materials for youth. 
Item 4. A counterpart committee within éach synod shall aid this 
commission in carrying on its assigned activities for —* in the 
Lutheran Church 4 America. 


SECTION XII 


PERIODICAL 


Item 1. “The Lutheran” shall be a magazine designed to appeal to, 
and hold the interest of, the whole constituency of this church. 


Item 2. Official notices of this church, and of the dates and places 
of conventions of the synods, shall be published in “The Lutheran.” 


SECTION XIII 


LUTHERAN LAYMEN’S MOVEMENT FOR STEWARDSHIP 


Item 1. The Lutheran Laymen’s Movement for Stewardship, a 
voluntary fellowship of individuals devoted to the cultivation of 
ideals of Christian stewardship and to the evocation of a worthy 
response in the Lutheran Church in America, shall be recognized 
as having the status of being in association with this church. . 

Item 2. In addition to the lay members of its executive committee, 
the membership of the movement shall consist of laymen of this 
church who make annual contributions as specified in by-laws 
approved by the Executive Council and who commit themselves to 
personal efforts for stewardship in their congregations and in sup- 
port of the movement as a whole. 

Item 3. Everything that the movement does in the field of direct 
stewardship education and promotion shall be done through and 
under the direction of the Commission on Stewardship. | 

Item 4. The internal affairs of the movement and any collateral 
activities assigned to it by the convention or the Executive Council 
shall be carried on in conformity with the applicable established 
policies of this church, and full report of all operations shall be 
made to the convention and upon request to the Executive Council. 
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SECTION XIV 
AUXILIARIES 


A. Principles of Organization 
Item 1. The auxiliaries shall exist for the general purposes of: 
a. Mutual expression of Christian living. 
b. Cultivation of the spiritual life and of evangelical attitudes 
and motives. 
c. Development of a sense of Christian vocation. 
d. Providing a vehicle for the expression of individual Chris- 
tian responsibility. 
e. Education in the life and work of the Church, and in par- 
ticular of the Lutheran Church in America. 
f. Opening up avenues of service and fellowship. 
g. Stimulation of Christian living in home and community. 
h. Sponsorship of such causes as are assigned to them by this 
church. 
Item 2. Each auxiliary shall regard itself, and shall be viewed by 
this church, as basically a composite of congregational auxiliaries 
which owe their first loyalty and service to their congregations. 
Item 3. Synodical units of an auxiliary shall activate its program 
and carry forward its life as branches of the general organization 
of the church-wide auxiliary. They may undertake supplementary 
- projects of their own upon approval by the auxiliary. 
Item 4. The voting membership of the conventions of the auxiliar- 
ies shall consist of delegates elected by the synodical units, acting 
in behalf of the congregational units within their territories or 
constituencies, and in addition thereto the general officers of the 
auxiliary who shall serve as delegates ex officio. 
Item 5. The auxiliaries may prepare, produce and distribute pro- 
gram materials for their own use; publish magazines, upon ap- 
proval by the Executive Council, for their present and prospective 
members; and appoint editors of the same. Their publications may 
speak on pending issues of a controversial nature with in the 
Lutheran Church in America only with the consent of the Execu- 
tive Council. | 
B. Specific Auziliaries 


Item 1. The following organizations are hereby recognized as offi- 
- cial auxiliaries of the Lutheran Church in America: 

a. Lutheran Church Men 

b. Lutheran Church Women 

‘tet. The Luther League, for youth from twelve to twenty-five 

years old inclusive. 

Item 2. The Luther League shall look for counsel to, and. collabor- 
ate with, the Commission on Youth Activities in accordance with 
the definition of the functions of that commission in these by-laws. 
Item 3. The same staff officials shall serve the Commission on 
Youth Activities and the youth auxiliary simultaneously. They 
shall be nominated by the commission after consultation with the 


Luther League. 
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SECTION XV 


STAFF 


Item 1. The term “staff officials” as used in the constitution of 
this church or in these by-laws is defined to mean persons voca- 
tionally in the service of the Executive Council or of a board, 
commission or auxiliary, for which they carry executive respon- 
sibility, and under which, in the case of a board or commission, 
they occupy staff positions approved: as part of its administrative 
structure by the convention or the Executive Council. 


Item 2. Before approaching a minister of this church to fill a staff 


position, a board, commission or auxiliary shall consult with the 


president of the synod to which he belongs, in addition to con- 
sulting with the president of this church. ae sg 


Item 3. Three months shall be the normal length of the proper 
notice required by the constitution for recall or dismissal of staff 
officials. In exceptional circumstances, such notice may be ex- 
tended to a maximum of six months with the consent of the Exe- 
cutive Council. The employing agency shall always have the right 
to discharge its obligation in such cases by the pre-payment of 
salary for the designated period in lieu of continued service on the 
part of the recalled or dismissed staff official. 


SECTION XVI

Notice of intention to appeal from a decision of the Court 
of Adjudication other than in a case involving recall or dismissal 
of an officer, must be given in writing to the president of the court 
and to the secretary of this church at least six days prior to the 
opening of the convention to which = of such decision is to 
be made. 


- Item 3. An appeal from a decision of the Court of Adjudication — 


shall be entertained only at the convention to which said decision 
has been reported. Such appeal must be signed by at least twenty- 


_ five delegates, representing at least five synods. Following the 


submission and argument of the appeal, the vote thereon shall 
not be taken before the succeeding day, unless by reason of limited 
available time the convention shall by a two-thirds vote decide 
to act on the appeal on the same day. To sustain the appeal, and 
so reverse the decision of the Court of Adjudication, shall require 
a two-thirds vote delegates present and voting. | 
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SECTION XVII 
CANADA SECTION

a. During the course of preparation of each budget and as an 
integral element in that process, the Executive Council shall 
hold hearings at which the boards, commissions, common 
agencies and other organizations receiving stated support 
through the church budget shall be invited to consult with 
appointees of the council and to present full statements 
of their operations, the financial needs of their current 
work and the budgetary implications of advance programs 
which they have in view for the year under consideration. 


b. The Executive Council shall include a summary of such 


statements in the commentary which it submits to the 
convention to interpret the budget it recommends . 


c. Each budget shall include an amount for emergency and 
advance purposes to be allocated on the basis of demon- 
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strated need after the close of the year. Such amount shall 
be equal to between 10% and 20% of the total of all other 
items in the budget, unless the Executive Council waives 
this rule by a two-thirds vote in a particular instance. In 
that event, the Executive Council shall submit to the con- 
vention alternate budgets, one of which shall adhere to 


the usual percentages. 

The total sum of budget, minus indonte expected from other 
sources, shall be apportioned to the synods and through 
them to the congregations. The apportionment assigned to 
the several synods shall be computed by the treasurer in 
accordance with two factors, weighted equally: confirmed 
membership in good standing and congregational current 
expenses. | 


. Each synod’s apportionment for the budget of the Lutheran 


Church in America combined with the amounts that the 
synod requires for its own operations and obligations shall 
constitute the annual synodical budget. Contributions of 
the congregations for budget benevolence shall be divided 
between the Lutheran Church in America and the synod 
according to the ratio that the two sections of the budget 
of the synod bear to each other. 


. Royalty payments from the Board of Publication on manu- 


scripts prepared by the Board of Parish Education or other- 
wise owned by this church shall! be added to the budget 
receipts. 


. Except when such procedure a jeopardize current op- 


erations, a reserve approximating 16% of the sum of the 
amounts scheduled in the next year’s budget for monthly 


_ distribution shall be carried forward annually for disburse- 


ment in the following year in the interest of making possible 
a more even flow of income for boards, commissions and 
other causes with which to finance their ongoing activities. 
The exact number of dollars in such reserve shall be de- 
termined by the Executive Council. 


. Budget receipts shall first be assigned proportionately to 


the items in the budget other than the amount scheduled for 
emergency and advance purposes until such items have 
been met in full. The remainder phall accrue to the funds 
available for allocation. 


i. Requests for grants from allocation funds shall be made 


to and heard by an Allocation Commission of thirty mem- 
bers, appointed annually by the president, and the Execu- 
tive Council in joint session as soon as possible after the 
close of the budget year. On the basis of the presentations 
to it, supported by briefs setting forth relevant information, 
the joint meeting shall formulate recommendations for 
adoption by the Executive Council in regard to the distribu- 
tion of the available funds. Agencies and organizations 
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which are mentioned by name in the current budget shall 
have the right to approach the annual allocation meeting 
directly for grants; others shall present their requests to 
and, at its discretion, through the Executive Council. 


j. Budgets of the Lutheran Church in America shall be sub- 
ject to revision, in the light of changing conditions, by the 
Executive Council, following conference with the boards, 
commissions, common agencies or other organizations con- 
cerned, 


Item 4. The action of a convention adopting an annual budget of 
this church constitutes an authorization to the boards, commissions 
and other beneficiary agencies to incur financial obligations up to 
the specified amount. If it appears in the course of a year that 
budgeted income is not likely to be realized, the affected board 
or commission shall re-examine its current program in consulta- 
tion with the Executive Council with a view to making necessary 
adjustments and reductions. Any borrowing for current operations, 
except by the Board of Publication, shall be effected in the name 
of the Lutheran Church in America by the action, and at the dis- 
cretion, of the Executive Council. The terms of each loan shall 


_include a schedule of amortization payments. 


Item 5. No board, commission or auxiliary shall make a special 
appeal for the raising of funds or incur capital indebtedness with- 
out the consent of the convention or the Executive Council. 


Item 6. The financial accounts of the Lutheran Church in America, 


the Executive Council, boards, commissions and auxiliaries shall 
be submitted annually for audit to a certified public accountant 
named by the Executive Council. Summary statements of such 
audited accounts shall be included in the several reports to the 
regular conventions of this church. 


Item 7. No board shall make any appropriation to another board 
or to a commission, auxiliary or common agency except (a) to 


defray expenses incurred in connection with joint activities car- 


ried on through an authorized coordinating committee or (b) with 
the approval of the Executive Council. 


Item 8. The Executive Council shall establish and represent the 
Lutheran Church in America in the operation and functioning of 
a Common Investing Fund in which shall be invested, to the extent 
that they qualify therefor, the permanent funds and long-term re- 
serves of this church, its synods, boards with the exception of the 
Board of Pensions in connection with its general investment ac- 
counts, other agencies, auxiliaries and to the degree that they choose 
and are eligible to participate, related institutions and congrega- 
tions. | 


Item 9. The Executive Council shall establish and conduct under its — 


management and responsibility a Lutheran Church in America 
Foundation for the purpose of soliciting gifts, other than for cur- 
rent operating funds, from individual and corporate donors for

this church, its synods, boards, other agencies and auxiliaries, and, 
as requested, for its congregations and for theological seminaries, 
colleges and other institutions related to this church; also to en- 
courage the making of wills, gift annuity agreements, trust agree- 
ments, insurance contracts, ete. under which this church or any 
of.its parts or agencies may become an actual or contingent bene- 
ficiary. A board of director, appointed by the Executive Council, 
shall supervise the operations of the Lutheran Church in America 
Foundation in detail and shall make recommendations arising 
therefrom at its discretion to the Executive Council. Liaison shall 
be maintained by the foundation with the Commission on Steward- 


Item 10. An Investment Commission shall be appointed annually 
by the Executive Council to act for it, for the commissions and for 
the Lutheran Church in América Foundation in the investment 
of capital funds and reserves in their possession which do not 
qualify for investment in the Common Investing Fund. It shall 
advise the boards and auxiliaries regarding like transactions and, 
with the exception of those of the Board of Pensions, shall have 
the power of review thereof. The Board of Pensions shall promptly 
report its investments to the Investment Commission; if the com-— 
mission questions the soundness of any such investment, it shall 
so report to the Board of Pensions and to the Executive Council. 
Item 11. A comptroller shall be elected by the Executive Council 
to serve as a staff official under its direction with the following 
duties among others: | 


a. To assist the densured = in keeping the books of

b. To give staff service to the Common Investing Fund and the 
Lutheran Church in America Foundation, and to be secre- 
tary of the Investment Commission. 


c. To exercise budget control of the funds of the Executive 
Council and the commissions. 


d. To advise the financial officers of boards and, as requested, 
- of synods on accounting procedures. 


e. To manage the headquarters building, providing for cen- 
tralized purchasing ie an office service department. 


SECTION xIX | 
SEAL; HEAapquaRTERs; AMENDMENTS 


Item 1. The seal of the Lutheran Church in America is circular 
in form and presents a cross growing out of the base of a tree 
bearing symbolical leaves and fruit. The name “Lutheran Church 
in America” encircles the central motif of life and fruit-bearing, 


and comprises the outer se of the seal.
